He is the third de- 
fendant to plead guilty to charges in 
those indictments. Two others; both code- 
fcndants with Bieber, already have 
pleaded guilty and been sentenced to 
prison terms.

and zoning favprs. Valenza pleaded guil- 
ty to this charge and was sentenced to 
nine months in prison. 


• Perjury for lying to a federal grand 


jury about the Wlckes conspiracy and ex- 
tortion charge. 


• Extorting a trip to Florida, six cases 


of .liquor, the installation of sewer and 
water lines to Stavros' mother's homo 
and subcontracts for Rock Road Con- 
struction Co. and Country Service and 
Supply Co. from Ben Pekin Corp. 


• Filing a false 1971 income tax return 


by reporting a gross Income of $15,833, 
which was less than the amount actually 
received during that year. 


IN THE AGREEMENT, the U. S. At- 


torney's Office said that details of the 
cases against Bieber will be made known 
at the time of sentencing. No recommen- 
dation for sentencing, however, will be 
made by the prosecutors. 


Bieber's pleas will make unnecessary 


the public hearings set for July 2 by the 
village board' to consider his dismissal 
for accepting a gift valued at more than 
$500 from Ben Pekin Corp., developers of 
Tahoo Village. Bieber admitted on a 
state-required ethics form that be ac- 
cepted the gift. . 


The building director told The Herald 


the gift was a trip to Florida. He pleaded 
guilty Monday to extorting that trip from 
the Pekin Corp. in exchange for building 
and zoning favors. 


Bieber, 100 N; Sixth St., was appointed 


director of building and zoning in May 
1970. Before his appointment, Bieber was 
a plumbing Inspector in the Wheeling 
Building Department. A Wheeling resi- 
dent for 18 years, he worked as a plumb- 
er before taking the village job in Octo- 
ber, 1969.

Bieber 
to testify 
for Hart? 


The attorney 'for former Wheeling 


trustee William Hart Is trying to get 
Wheeling Building Director William Bie- 
ber to testify as a defense witness in his 
client's upcoming trial. 


Attorney John Coughlan Monday asked 


the U. S. Attorney's office to grant Bie- 
ber immunity from further prosecutions 
so that he will testify at the Hart trial, 
scheduled to begin June 17. 


Bieber refused to answer any of Cough- 


lan's questions, saying his attorney ad- 
vised him not to comment on the matter. 


DAVID SCIUPPERS, Bieber's attor- 


ney, told U. S. District Judge Abraham 
Lincoln Marovitz that Bieber will contin- 
ue to rely on his fifth amendment rights 
unless he is granted immunity. 


"If he were to testify fully and com- 


pletely, he could be opening himself to 
state charges or other federal charges," 
Schippers said. 


Marovitz, however, said he did not 


know of any law that allowed a defend- 
ant to refuse to testify on matters that he 
had already pleaded guilty. Bieber plead- 
ed guilty Monday to conspiring with Hart 
and former Wheeling Township Demo- 
cratic commitleeman James Stavros to 
commit extortion against Bernard Was- 
mer of the Duo Sign Co. 


The building director also pleaded 


guilty to extortionj a second conspiracy 
charge, perjury and filing a false 1971 
income tax return. 


Assistant. U. S. Atty. Steven Kadison 


said he did not have the authority to 
grant Bieber immunity, and cited a gov- 
ernment policy not to grant immunity to 
persons already convicted of a crime. 


COUGHLAN, HOWEVER, said 
the 


government does grant immunity in 
those cases in which testimony might bo 
helpful to the prosecution. He said the 
same should apply in cases where testi- 
mony is favorable to the defense. 


Kadison said he will discuss the matter 


with his superiors. 


Bieber and Hart are two of six Wheel- 


ing and Cook County officials indicted 
Jan. 31 following a year-long federal 
grand jury probe into shakedowns of 
Wheeling developers. 


Hart has waived his right to a jury 


trial, and testimony before Marovitz is 
expected to take two days.

Wailing sirens 
cause confusion

Local officials use different guidelines 


for-sounding emergency warning .sirens, 
causing confusion for many suburban 
residents. 


Last weekend, for example, the sirens 


sounded in Hoffman Estates when offi- 
cials received word of a funnel cloud 
moving towards the community. But in 
•neighboring Schaumburg, no alert was 
sounded. 


The reason Is that in Hoffman Estates, 


a siren is sounded when a possible tor- 
nado is within a 40-mile radius and in 
Schaumburg, a 10-mile radius. . 


A SIMILAR INCIDENT happened in 


Arlington Heights and Mount Prospect. 
On Sunday, the siren went off four times 
between 4 and 8 p.m. in Mount Prospect 
while sirens in nearby Arlington Heights 
remained silent. 


Mount Prospect uses its sirens when 


the National Weather Service issues an 
actual tornado warning for north and 
northwest Cook County. 


A much different system is used in 


neighboring Arlington Heights where the 
sirens are'blasted only when a tornado is 
actually sighted in the immediate area. 
Many Arlington Heights residents heard 
sirens Sunday, but the wailing sound 
apparently was carried by high winds 
from sirens in Palatine, Mount Prospect. 
or Rolling Meadows. • 


It's up to the community when to 


sound a warning, although the state does 
provide recommendations, according to 
Eugene S. Goebel, communications offi- 
cer for the Illinois Department of Civil 
Defense. 


"When there's some sort of conflict,

MHDC appeals housing suit 


A. U.S. District Court decision rejecting plans for low-and 


moderate-income housing near St. Viator High School perpet- 
uated residential segregation in Arlington Heights, lawyers 
for the Metropolitan Housing Development Corp. charged 
Monday. In a brief filed with the U.S. Court of Appeals, the 
lawyers argue that the lower-court erred in finding no evi- 
dence of racial segregation In the village's rejection of the 
housing project. "The result of this denial is effectively to 
exclude minorities from Arlington Heights. When confronted 
with a situation in which the village must act, it must act so 
as not to interfere with independent efforts to accomplish 
desegregation," the lawyers said in their appeal brief. 
Dispute brings mediator in 


A mediator has been called into the contract dispute be- 


tween teachers and the High School Dlst. 211 Board of Educa- 
tion. Teachers' association officials made the formal request 
for a mediator at the conclusion of a three-hour bargaining 
cessions Saturday. In response to a 10 per cent pay hike 
request from teachers, the board has offered 6.2 per cent 
raises. Carl Flaks, president of the Dlst. 211 teachers' associ- 
ation president, said the Impasse was declared because of no 
significant change in the board's position.

An Arlington Heights family who bought a home with a 


sewer that led back into their basement is getting help. Mr. 
and Mrs. Louis Fredericks found out after they moved into 
their house that It had no connection to the village sewer 
system. Water and sewage ruined their basement appliances 
and the family didn't have the $2,700 needed for a sewer hook 
up. No one would help and the village even threatened to 
condemn the house as unfit for habitation. Now a plumbing 
contractor has offered to put in the sewer and a local attor- 
,ncy Is taking their case without charge. "You know, there 
were times when it seemed like it was all gone, and then you 
find people who care," said Fredericks. "I want to stay here.

C&NW tracks 'soft9 


If you think your regular Chicago and North Western com- 


muter train seems to be coming around the bend a little 
slower lately, you're right. Winter and spring weather have 
softened track beds at two points — a grade crossing at Dec 
Road in Park Ridge and the maze of tracks where the C&NW 
northwest line crosses the Soo Line and the outerbclt tracks 
at the Dovol tower in DCS Plalncs.

Shoivers this afternoon? 
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Driver-testing 
interim facility 
for Schaumburg?

Three sites in Schaumburg arc being 


considered for a temporary driver-test- 
ing station for tho Northwest suburbs, a 
spokesman for the Illinois Secretary of 
State's office said Monday. 


Sec. of State Michael J. Hewlett will 


make a decision on site selection in early 
July, said Marty McLaughlln, director of 
communications for Hewlett's Chicago 
office. He said no lease could be signed 
until July 1 when the state's fiscal year 
begins. 


McLaughlln declined to name the loca- 


tions pending signing of a lease agree- 
ment. 
' HOWEVER, a spokesman for Camp- 
anelll Brothers Builders confirmed offi- 
cials for the secretary of state's office 
are looking at an 8,000-square-foot store 
in the Weathersfield Commons Shopping 
Center in Schaumburg. 


The spokesman said no lease has been 


signed yet for the store that once housed 
the Ben Franklin Variety Store. The 
shopping center is at Sprlnglnsguth and 
Schaumburg roads. 


State officials have been searching 


about four years for a suitable site for a 
permanent driver testing station to ac- 
commodate Northwest suburban resi- 
dents. Currently, new drivers must take 
tests at stations in Chicago, Elgin, Liber- 
tyvllle or Lombard. 


The permanent station search has fo- 


cused on a 40-acre site in southern Har- 
rington Hills at the Intersection of 111. 
Rtcs. 59 and 72. McLaughlin noted there 
has been no decision on 7888 purchasing 
the tract. 


"Even if we were to get going tomor- 


row (on the Harrington Hills site), it 
would take a year for construction," 
McLaughlin said. "The population fig- 
ures in the area indicate we can't hold 
off much longer." 


HE SAID THERE is a need in the area 


because it had a population "comparable 
to the City of Milwaukee." 


McLaughlln said he did not know if li- 


cense plates would be issued at the tem- 
porary station, but noted there would 
have to be some kind of decision after 
opening the station as to expanding it to 
a full-service center. 


Two years ago state legislators set 


aside $5.3 million for purchase of land and 
construction of the permanent station. At 
one time, it appeared the station might 
be destined for a 40-acre location west of 
Palatine, but poor soil conditions and 
pressure from local currency exchanges 
caused the site to be dropped, state offi- 
cials have said. Another site lit Arlington 
Heights also had been considered. 


The Barrington Hills site was not one 


of a search committee's top selections 
because the land was not improved with 
sewer and water connections. The lead- 
Ing choices were rejected because they 
were too costly. 


Lake County judge's 
RTA decision due Friday

Circuit Court Judge Henry H. Caldwell 


of Lake County promised a decision by 
Friday in the first leg of a legal chal- 
lenge to the new Regional Transporta- 
tion Authority. 


Caldwell promised the decision Mon- 


day after receiving written arguments 
from both sides In a lawsuit filed by 
State's Atty. Jack Hoogaslan of Lake 
County. 


Hoogasian has charged that the RTA is 


unconstitutional because the March 19 
referendum did not authorize RTA tax 
powers and spoiled ballots were not 
counted In the total vote tabulation. Hoo- 
gaslan is seeking an injunction to keep 
the RTA board from operating. 


RTA attorney Don Reuben said there is 


no provision outside the RTA legislation 
for a referendum, and that the March 19 
vote met legal requirements spelled out 
in that legislation 


HOOGASIAN AND Reuben both urged 


a quick decision because of the impor- 
tance of the issue. The RTA board will 
continue its agreement not to receive or 
spend money, but Reuben stressed it will 


need funds soon to establish proper oper- 
ations. 


To speed the proceedings up, Hooga- 


sian agreed to drop several defendants 
from the suit, including the suburban 
members of tho Cook County Board. Du- 
Page County Board Chairman Gerald 
Weeks will be dropped from the list of 
defendants and added as a plaintiff be- 
cause he agrees with Hoogasian's point 
of view. 


Remaining in the suit arc the RTA 


board members, Chicago Mayor Richard 
Daley and the City Council, the Illinois 
Department of Transportation (and sec- 
retary Langhorne Bond) and Secretary 
of State Michael Hewlett. Most of the 
chairmen and boards of the five outer 
counties were dismissed from the suit. 


Both sides will have the opportunity to 


appeal Caldwcll's decision, whichever 
way he rules. Attorneys for the RTA 
board said an appeal will be filed If the 
judge rules in favor of Hoogasian. The 
suit could go to the Illinois Supreme 
Court, possibly bypassing the appellate 
courts, because of the constitutional 
question involved.

Nixon stops 
in Austria; 
Egypt next 


SALZBURG, Austria (UPI) — Presi- 


dent Nixon arrived in this cold and rainy 
Austrian 'city Monday night on the first 
leg of bis five-nation "new journey for 
peace" to the Middle East. 


The President and his party were to 


spend 34 hours resting in the pink Kle- 
shelm palace near Salzburg before leav- 
ing Wednesday for a week of goodwill 
sum.mit meetings In Egypt, Saudi 
Arabia, Syria, Israel and and Jordan. . 


This, was NIxon't fourth 'visit to Salz- 


burg and his second as President. Vio- 
lent demonstrations marred his stopover 
in 1972 en route to Russia and more than 
1,200 armed policemen ringed Salzburg 
airport Monday to block and repetition. 


But no demonstration materialized. Po- 


lice kept everyone without an official 
pass away from the airport. About 150 
middle-aged Austrians watched from be- 
neath umbrellas outside the gates. 


When the plane came to a halt before 


Austrian Chancellor Bruno Krelsky, a lo- 
cal band of the Groedig uniformed 
marksmen struck up an Austrian march. 


In a brief airport statement, Nixon 


said every nation in the world has a stake 
in maintaining peace in the Middle East. 


After the stop in Salzburg, Nixon will 


head for Cairo where an anticipated tu- 
multuous welcome awaits him Wednes- 
day morning. 


The Land of the Pharaohs was bring- 


ing from Monday 100,000 cheerleaders, 
30,000 bodyguards, and a gentle camel at 
the foot of the Sphinx to welcome Nixon. 


At the order of President Anwar Sadat, 


3,000 American flags fluttered up over 
Cairo and Alexandria hi honor of Nixon's 
three-day visit. It was the first time 
since before 1967 that the Stars and 
Stripes bedecked Cairo streets. For 
years the Egyptians thumbed down 
America as the bulwark of arch-enemy 
Israel. 


Sadat aides said an earlier plan'to 


have a belly dancer perform for Nixon 
had been cancelled. No explanation was 
given for the change in plan.

Mills tvants wage controls 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Rep. Wilbur 


Mills, D-Ark., chairman of the tax-writ- 
ing House Ways and Means Committee, 
Monday urged a return to wage and 
price controls to help offset the possi- 
bility of a tax cut that he said would 
cause more inflation.

Mills.

expense of corporate and high income 
taxpayers. He said, "Some proposals 
would reduce tax revenues by $6 billion 
to $9 billion a year, but I fear a tax de- 


Cattleman charges meat price-fixing 


LINCOLN, Neb. (UPI) - A Nebraska 


cattleman Monday filed a $1.5 billion an- 
titrust suit against A&P Stores and Safe- 
way Stores, two of the nation's largest 
supermarket chains, charging that they 
conspired to fix meat prices at both the 
wholesale and retail levels. 
' The class action suit was filed in U.S. 
District Court by Loran Schmlt of Bell- 
wood, a cattleman and state senator. It 
asked treble damages on claimed actual 
losses of $507 million in behalf of Schmlt 
and other Nebraska meat producers, 


Schmlt said meat producers can't wait 


any longer for remedies to meat prices 
which he charged are weighted against 
both them and the consumer. 


"Some producers have already gone 


under and more will follow unless some- 
thing is done — now," he said. 


The petition sold others besides A&P 


and Safeway were involved as co-con- 
spirators and attorneys said the list of 
defendants might be enlarged. The suit 
alleged that Safeway, A&P and other like 
them control 75 per cent of the meat in- 
dustry through monopolistic practice. 


The suit charged that through com- 


bined buying and selling power the two 
chains-conspired "to pay suppliers uni- 
form arbitrary, noncompetitive and arti- 
ficially low prices." And in turn, it said, 
they conspired to "charge noncompeti- 
tive and artifically high prices" for the 
products when sold at retail.

Democracy in Italy seen in serious peril 


ROME (UPI) — Premier Mariano Ru<- 


mor's coalition cabinet, unable to agree 
on emergency measures to save the Ital- 
ian currency, decided to resign Monday 
night. 


Politicians said the government crisis, 


Italy's second in 100 days, could not have 
come at a more dangerous time for de- 


mocracy here, endangered by mounting 
inflation and neo-Fasdst violence. 


Rumor's current cabinet is his fifth 


and Italy's 36th in the 31 years since the 
fait of Fascism. 


"I consider this crisis more serious 


than all previous ones," said Transport 
Minister Luigi Preti. "This Is not a mere 


government crisis. The true danger is 
that it may discredit and squelch the 
democratic institutions." 


The government's collapse came at a 


time when inflation in Italy is approach- 
ing a yearly rate of 20 per cent and also 
coincided with a wave of political vio- 
lence. 


Australian government back to normal 


• Australia's government crisis offi- 


cially ended Monday with the Labor par- 
ty unanimously re-electing its leader — 
Cough Whlllnm — as prime minister. 
Whltlam, who will announce his new cab- 
inet today, stayed on track for the job in 
the May 18 election that returned .Labor 
to power, but with a reduced majority In 
the House. In a surprise, the party pick- 
ed former overseas trade minister Jim 
Calms — a leading critic of the United 
States — as deputy premier. 


• The man known to Britain's Queen 


Elizabeth as "Uncle Harry" — 74-year 
old Duke of Gloucester — died Monday 
at his estate 50 miles from London. The 
duke, described as the "last of the staid 
Edwardians," was the last surviving son 
of the late King George V, a former gov- 
ernor general of Australia and a one- 
time advisor to his elder brother, the 
Duke of Windsor, who as Edward VIII 
abdicated the throne in 1937 to marry 
American divorcee Wallis Warfield Simp- 
son. But generally he shunned the royal 
limelight, preferring the life of a country 
gentleman.

Library loses most books 


Police don't have any Jearfs 


by TOM VON MALDER 


Wheeling police Investigators have yet 


to come up with any leads In Saturday 
nlghfa flrcbomblng of the Wheeling High 
School library. The estimate of damage 
In that fire has now been lownrcd to 
$330.000. 


Earlier school officials had feared the 


damage could have been as high as $1 
million. The fire is believed to have been 
started by thrown "Molotov cocktails." 


Lt. Ted Brackc, who Is heading the po- 


lice department's Investigation, said no 
arrests have been made In connection 
with the fire. Five 17-year-olds were 
charged with harassing firemen and po- 
licemen, both during* and after the fire, 
ho said. 


FOUR OF THOSE arrested were 


charged with disorderly conduct. They 
were Kevin Doyle, IS Oakwood Dr., 
Prospect Heights: Erwln J. Kopccky, 912 
Wllshlre Dr., Wheeling; 
Donald 
C. 


McEwen. 321 Wheeling Avc.. Wheeling; 
and Daniel Crepos, 501 Audrey Ct., 
Wheeling. All will appear June 25 in the 
Arlington Heights branch of Cook County 
Circuit Court. 


The fifth person arrested was Mark 


Torp, 705 Elmhurst Rd., Wheeling. He 
was charged with aggravated battery 
and resisting arrest. Police said he kick- 
«l patrolman Arthur Hochstadtcr. Torp 
will appear Juno 28 In the Arlington 
Heights court. 


Details of the arrest were released for 


the first time Monday by Wheeling po- 
lice. 


Police said 75 to 100 youths were 


watching the fire fighting efforts at the 
school. 000 S. Elmhurst Rd., just after 11 
p.m. Saturday. Several times the crowd 


moved too close and was warned to 
move back. Police said Doyle was ar- 
rested after being warned three times to 
get out of the way of firemen. 


THE CROWD WAS moved across Elm- 


hurst Road and some SO to 75 stayed In 
front of 705 Elmhurst Rd., Torp's resi- 
dence. Some members of the crowd then 
began to throw rocks and bottles across 
the street at firemen and policemen, 
causing Wheeling police to call Illinois 
State and Cook County Sheriff's police 
for assistance. 


McEwen was arrested for shouting ob- 


scenities at police and firemen. Then po- 
lice told Torp he was under arrest but 
Torp ran Into his house and tried to bar 
the police's entry, according to police. 


Brackc said police kicked in the door 


to follow Torp and arrest him. Finally, 
Kopccky was arrested for using obscene 
language and throwing rocks, according 
to police. 


ABOUT 12:40 A.M.. Crepas appeared 


at the police station, 255 W. Dundee Rd., 
and demanded to sec Torp, who had not 
yet been released on bail. 


Crepas allegedly was told he could not 


sec Torp and then demanded to see Torp 
a second time. Crepas, who told The Her- 
ald he was trying to post Torp's bond, 
was charged with disorderly conduct be- 
cause he prevented the police radio oper- 
ator from performing his duties and was 
becoming a nuisance at the police sta- 
tion, police said. 


Both Torp and Kopccky arc listed In 


school records as being Wheeling High 
School students. Assistant Principal Ste- 
ven Berry Monday said no school dis- 
ciplinary action has been taken against 
cither youth.

SCHOOL, OFFICIALS said the first 


alarm was sounded by Ralph Johnson, 
the second shift custodian at the school, 
who spotted the fire as he was leaving 
the building to go off duty. 


According to William Haddock, head of 


the custodial and maintenance crews at 
the school, Johnson's quick action prob- 
ably prevented more serious damage. 
"By the time our custodian could have 
gotten to that area In his regular rounds, 
we could have lost more of the build- 
ing," Haddock said. 


In a statement to the Wheeling stu- 


dents Monday morning, Shirley said the 
fire "is probably one of the worst set- 
backs in our 10-year history." However, 
he told the students, "Our task is to re- 
group, stand taller and proceed as a 
proud school," and added that Wheeling 
can "rise from the ashes like the Phoe- 
nix." 


FOLLOWING THAT statement, Shirley 


said he Is most concerned about the se- 


• nlors who will graduate today. "I know 


in my heart that this was hot a senior 
prank," he said. "And I don't want Uils 
class to take the rap. They don't deserve 
it." 


Students, gathered In -the school cafe- 


teria for lunch, expressed shock at the 
destruction.

Other students said there were rumors

Schools postpone study 
of time-change effects 


Discussion of the effects of year-round 


daylight savings time on school starting 
times has been put off by the School 
Dist. 23 Board of Education until this 
fall. 


The board Is concerned that the change 


in time poses a hazard for children who 
must walk to school in darkness during 
winter months. Preliminary discussion on 
the matter has revealed that simply 
changing the starting time for school is 
not as easy a solution as it appears. 


Supt. Edward Grodsky said if school 


starting times arc made later'it will af- 
fect the district's bus service. Dist. 23 
currently is scheduled as a secondary 
bus run with Dist. 214. If starting times 
in the district are changed, Dist. 23 
would have to go on prime time with Hit- 
zcnthalcr Bus Co. and this would in- 
crease the bus fee per student by $16 per 
year, Grodsky said. 


GRODSKY SUGGESTED the board 


take no action to change starting times 
until the matter can be more thoroughly 
investigated and discussed In September. 


Instead the superintendent suggested 


the district urge parents to have their 
children who walk to school leave 15 
minutes before .the starting bell. This 
would mean junior high students would 
be leaving their homes at 8 a.m. and ele- 
mentary students would leave their 
homes at 8:15 a.m. 


Grodsky said in this way students who 


walk to school will bo traveling In day- 
ligh since by B a.m. it begins to get light 
even in winter. The superintendent fur- 
ther suggested the district carry on a 
campaign to discourage students from 
arriving at school early in tho morning. 


Grodsky and other district officials 


said some students arrive at school as 
early as 7:30 a.m. when many teachers 
hove not yet oven arrived. Grodsky said 
if this practice could be discouraged, the 
hazards of walking to school In darkness 
could bo greatly reduced. 


BOARD MEMBERS have delayed dis- 


cussion on the matter until September to 
allow more time for considering possible 
alternatives. Some board members ques- 
tioned tho need to continue year-round 
Daylight Saving Time since an apparent 
minimal energy saving is being realized. 


Several groups across the nation, in- 


cluding PTA organizations, have urged 
Congress to reconsider its decision to in- 
stitute Daylight Saving Time all year. 
The legislation was approved last year 
and put into effect in January as a 
means of conserving energy during the 
current fuel shortage. 


School districts have bemoaned the 


move because during the months of No- 
vember through February, sunrise does 
not occur until almost 8 a.m., long after 
•niany children arc on their way to school 
either walking or waiting for buses.

Storm-warning sirens cause 
confusion in many toivns

the municipalities must work out the 
problems locally," he said. 


OTHER COMMUNITIES such as Elk 


Grove Village and Rolling Meadows is- 
sue warnings when officials receive a 
tornado warning from a weather bureau 
teletype. In Rolling Meadows, an alarm 
is sounded if a police officer or other offi- 
cials sight a tornado approaching. 


In Wheeling, a siren also is activated 


when officials receive reports that a tor- 
nado is sighted in the Northwest subur- 
ban area. If a tornado is seen, the police 
go through the streets with loudspeakers 
warning the people. 


Palatine sounds the sirens when offi- 


cials are notified by Uie U.S. Weather 
Bureau of a tornado watch in the general 
vicinity. One of the Palatine tornado 
sirens went off Saturday night because 
of a mechanical malfunction, causing 
some confusion. Village firemen had to 
shut off the system manually. 


GENERALLY. POLICE and fire de- 


partments in many communities during 
tire weekend were deluged with phone 
calls from confused and frightened resi- 
dents. 


In Rolling Meadows, Police Chief 


Lewis Case said phone lines were jam- 
med and emergency lines tied up. 


"They defeat our whole emergency 


system," he said. People tied up the 
lines by calling to find out about the 
warning and weather conditions. Case 
said they were getting calls from people 
attempting 
to reach 
the 
Arlington 


Heights Police Department. 


There's no state law that requires a 


municipality to provide an emergency 
warning system, Gocbcl said, but state 
officials do encourage that some emer- 
gency procedures be adopted. 


Buffalo Grove is an example of a mu- 


nicipality with no emergency warning 
system. Although officials made alloca-

tion for one in their budget, the emergen- 
cy siren system will be put off until the 
village's financial picture improves. 


THE STATE, with federal funds, does 


provide subsidies for installing Civil De- 
fense warning systems. Goebel said the 
government usually provides one half of 
the costs. 


Goebel added that the number of sirens 


depends on the number of square miles 
and land use of each community. For ex- 
ample, Chicago has approximately 104 si- 
rens located within its metropolitan 
boundaries. 


By state law, the testing of sirens must 


be made on the first Tuesday of each 
month at exactly 10:30 a.m. Each siren 
is activated for one minute with a steady 
sound, which is the alert for adverse 
weather conditions. There's a minute of 
silence, followed by a minute-long warn- 
ing signal of a warbling sound, the alert 
for nuclear attack, according to Goebel. 


Except for this testing period, any oth- 


er siren alert is for persons to take pre- 
cautions, Goebel said. 
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Alaska in the wild 


Regally isolated Humpback Lake Chalet offers exquisite scenery, fishing for experts

HUMPBACK LAKE, Alaska — "How do you plan to de- 


scribe this place?" 


The query came from Bob Plckrell after we had spent a 


night at his Humpback Lake Chalet, some SO miles Into the 
wilderness southeast of Kclchlkan, Alaska. 


To be quite honest. 1 still can't answer It. 
How docs not describe a fully-equipped A-frame cabin with 


accommodations for six, tucked away In the middle of no* 
where ... on a tiny point of land between two forks of a 
creek that Just barely reformed after cascading down the last 
several dozen feet of mountainside Immediately behind the 
cabin ... next to a six-mlle-Iong lake absolutely bulging with 
fish, the size of which dreams arc made -•.. with a foredrop 
and a backdrop of 2,000 to 3,000-foot Coast Range mountains 
laced with waterfalls that seem to be the veins of life for the 
forested slopes? 


How. Indeed? 
THE IDEA FOR SUCH a facility came up in the mid-1960s 


when Plckrell and three other outdoors-oriented individuals 
wanted In know why they shouldn't create a plush cabin In 
the wilderness, — on Forest Service land — and rent it out. 
They would, they promised, fly In all materials and furnish- 
ings, and fly out all debris and garbage. It would be the 
sparkling pendant In a necklace of Forest Service cabins lo- 
cated throughout southeast and south central Alaska. 


The Forest Sen-Ice bought the idea and came up with a 


contract for what could be described as a pilot program. 
During 1973 the contract was renegotiated for another five- 
year study plan. 


Accessible only by air, Humpback Lake Chalet offers the 


solitude that one seldom finds outside of Alaska. At the same 
time, however, it has the little luxuries not generally found in 
the wilds. A propane range, gas-fed, brazier, gas lights, toilet 
and sauna are some of the nicer touches. 


"What, no icebox?" you ask. There sure is, and the Ice 


comes from one of the nearby glaciers ... Just a few minutes 
ride In the boot, a couple of whacks with an ax, and the 
supply of ice is ready for the chest. 


IT IS GENERALLY agreed there are Alaska record fish in 


the lake, and perhaps-a few of those of such monumental 
proportions have already been caught ... and eaten. And 
with a bit of climb over a ridge at the west end of the lake, 
the untapped grayling bonanza of Bower Lake may be sam- 
pled.

Ever ivant to go on a safari? 


1 must confess llut In the post my Im- 


pressions of an African safari havo been 
mostly gleaned from movies on late- 
night TV. 


So when my good friend, Midge Rus- 


scol, who heads the Midwest PR division 
of Swissair, Invited mo for lunch the oth- 
er day with a real live white hunter, I 
almost expected to see Wlllllnm Holdcn. 


John Alexander Is good-looking enough 


to play a movie role himself. After talk- 
Ing with him for awhile I soon learned 
there's a lot more to an African safari 
than I'd ever picked up on the latc-lato 
show. 


I SAT spellbound — my broiled halibut 


lunch forgotten — as this mild-mannered 
African explorer related a few of his ex- 
citing experiences In close contact with 
fierce jungle predators. 


When ho cxtoled the great peace and 


vastncss of wild semi-desert areas' far 
from civilization — and began painting 
word pictures of the Incredible beauty of 
African scenery, I began to think: 
"Wow!.. .there really Is something to 
this Africa Ulng." 


But how about "roughing it" as you 


travel through the bush? Not being the 
"outdoorsy" type, I HAD to get that 
straight And was I surprised! 


JOHN ALEXANDER Is a man who ob- 


viously offers all the excitement, thrills 
and authenticity of a genuine African* 
camping safari, but includes so many 
lush creature comforts you arc apt to 
think you're a maharajah or Liz Taylor. 


His spacious O-by-12-foot tents arc car- 


peted, with comfortable beds that havo 
twin-spring mattresses. You get hot and 
cold running water — and you dine on 
double damask tablecloths. 


"Only the greenhorns rough It," 


chuckled John, who has spent more than 
20 years traveling In style In tho African 
jungles. 


DESPITE THE luxury, however, Alex- 


ander promises a deeper penetration Into 
remote regions and a greater Intimacy 
with the wild bush of Africa than tho av- 
erage tourist usually finds. Part of tho 
reason for this is that he limits his num- 
ber of guests from one to 20 people. 


Of course, nobody ever said It was 


cheap. Any African hunting or photo- 
graphic safari Is about as expensive a 
holiday as you'll find anywhere in the 
world. 


Tho round-trip, 21-day excursion faro 


from Chicago to Nairobi during off-son- 
son tlma (September through May) is 
$883). Tho safari cost runs from $26 to 
$87 a day.

According to Alexander, the times to 


avoid are April and May, late November 
and early December, which gives you 
plenty of times for booking off-season 
airfare. 


ALL FOOD is Included In the safari 


price. Alexander told us meals are care- 
fully prepared from fresh meat, fish, 
vegetables and fruit delivered to the 
camps. Special diets can be easily ar- 
ranged, he says. 


Drinks are supplied to order in abun- 


dance and variety, cooled in portable re- 
frigerators and with a constant supply of 
ice. You do pay extra for the liquor, how- 
ever. 


Clothes? Don't worry about that until 


you arrive in Nairobi. There Alexander 
takes you to a store where you can get a 
complete bush outfit for $28 — and stur- 
dy safari boots for the fantastically low 
price of $6.50. The whole gear would 
probably cost S to 10 times that much in 
the States. 


Transportation on the safaris (which 


begin bright and early each morning) is 
by land-rovers, which ideally suit Afri- 
can conditions. Drivers are experienced 
and skillful. 


ALEXANDER says he usually has a 


staff to match the number of persons on 
a safari which insures that everyone is 
well taken care of. 


The white hunter can arrange almost 


any kind of personalized safari. 


"Ml go anywhere the client wants to 


go." he says. 


Swissair, which flics to every continent 


except Australia, has a Nairobi flight 
from Zurich every Friday. The airline 
has dally service from O'Hare to Zurich.

Strike threat perils NFL training

How docs a football player picket? 
If you're n Chicago Bear, It could 


mean standing aside young cornstalks In 
a central Indiana field to parade "Free- 
dom now or no football later" placards. 


Prdachlng extinction of the long-hated 


option clause, the National Football 
League Players Association gathered for 
drink and merriment Sunday night In 
Chicago's Conrad Hilton Hotel. 


Occasion was the NFLPA's eighth an- 


nual awards dinner, held as a Better 
Boys Foundation benefit at $150 per 
plate. Highest honor went to Denver 
Bronco halfback Floyd Little who won 
the Byron R. "Whlzzcr" White award for 
humanitarian service outside football. 


Hut whether they'll strike NFL camps 


next month Mas very much on the minds 
of foathnll's hcst plnycn. The NFLPA 
scents bent on a full-Hedged walkout this 


summer If demands on at least four 
fronts are not successfully negotiated at 
three-day per week sessions beginning 
this morning In New York. Strike date Is 
July 1st for all rookies and veterans. 


Major Issue at stake Is the option 


clause which NFL owners contend holds 
their league together. The players don't 
buy that idea. They term It slavery and 
they'll not buckle as happened last year 
when striking was hit-and-miss across 
NFL camps. 


Other Issues they'll contest at meetings 


to be held In New York and Washington, 
D.C. Include rejection of overtime to end 
deadlocked games, reverting to the 
"old" system of linemen rushing Imme- 
diately downflcld on a punt and elimina- 
tion of player investigation without bene- 
fit of counsel. 


They come back, however, to the op- 


tion clause which binds an athlete to his

at the helm of Pirates' track 
teams, will devote his main at- 
tentions to the Cooperative Work 
Training program. He will also 
slay on as head coach of the 
cross country team. 


Teach, a 1%6 graduate of Pala- 


tine, received his undergraduate 
diploma from Monmouth College. 
Ho served two years as an assist- 
ant track coach at Maine East 
Hich School before coming to 
Palatine in 1973. Teach Is cur- 
rently working on his master's 
degree. 


Anderson sold. In making the 


announcement. "He's our man 


anil we're pretty happy about It. 
Jeff has such a goad rapport with 
kids." 


Teach was delighted with the 


appointment. "I 
would never 


have dreamed (hat after just 
three years out of college I'd 
hove the head coaching job at 
Palatine." 


Teach will take command of 


the most successful track pro- 
gram in the Northwest Suburbs. 
Palatine (cams have 
scored 


points In M of the last 15 stale 
meets. And the new coach got a 
boost from Johnson, who recom- 
mended Teach for the job. 


"When Joe told us he was re- 


signing," Anderson said, "he 
picked his successor, but it 
doesn't always work out that 
way. But we' looked over the ap- 
plications and decided that we 
had the man on our staff. 


"He's got a dig job to dni" con- 


tinued Anderson. "And he can 
only do It his own way. 
But he'll 


do the 
job." 


Teach was a weight coach at 


Maine East and he coached the 
running events at Palatine this 
year under Johnson. He was also 
a freshman football coach In the 
fall. 


Completing his student-teach- 


ing at Palatine, Teach then took 
the Maine East job. "I wanted to 
come back to Palatine," he said, 
"but there Just weren't any. open- 
ings. I had been trying to get 
back here for two years." 


Anderson was happy that the 


school could hire an alumnus. 
"One of Jeff's goals was to come 
back to coach at Palatine. And 
now he's got a burning desire to 
be the best coach Palatine ever 
had." 


club one year past the duration of his 
contract. 


"Sure, I think It will be eliminated," 


stated BUI Curry, Players Association 
president. "The basic issue at hand Is 
whether the owners want to reach, a set- 
tlement. If the attitude that's been fos- 
tered for 51 -years of condescension to- 
ward the players is still prevalent, then 
we'll have a difficult time. If not, we'll 
reach a settlement. 


"We've gotten the feeling they definite- 


ly want to negotiate, but we haven't seen 
any concrete movement on their part in 
terms of responding to our demands," 
Curry said. "Until they do, we have to 
assume their attitude is the same." 


Curry credited .existence of the World 


Football League with applying great 
pressure upon NFL owners to relent in 
their domination of players. No longer 
are they the only game in town. 


"They've already recognized it very 


strongly with dollars they're paying the 
players," ,Curry stated. "I would think 
they'd want a rapid settlement so they 
can keep players who aren't happy In 
their current situations within the league 
structure rather than lose them to the 
WFL." 


Curry bollyhoocd the Crushing Dynasty 


theory that three or four owners would 
buy up all the best talent, destroy the 
competitive edge and ruin the NFL. 
"Owners aren't going to pay that kind of 
money because they don't want to be re- 
membered as the last owner to win a 
Super Howl before the NFL folded," he 
said. "And 
also, an owner's not going to 


have the four greatest running backs In 
HIP world and have two af them covering 
klckoffs. It's Insane. It won't happen." 


Mike Pyle, former Chicago Bear cen- 


ter and past president of the NFLPA, 
predicted "a long, hard battle" when ne- 
gotiations start today in New York. 


"Not too much will happen In the be- 


ginning because the owners and players 
arc so far apart. It's going to be tough. 
That's one thing I think we can guaran- 
tee," Pyle said. 


"I hate to say there will be a strike. 


Nobody wants to miss any training camp 
or exhibition games. I hope everybody 
realizes the players want to go on the 
field when training camp is supposed to 
start as much as the fans want them out 
there. 


"But they're going to stick to their 


guns," Pyle predicted. "They've worked 
hard on what they think Is right find 
they're going to stick to It. They dun't 
want to strike. They want to play, but 
they'll do what they think Is right." 


Curry and Pyle expect that NFL own- 


ers will offer a set of concessions, prob- 
ably to center around "working condi- 
tions." There has been a great deal of 
riff-raff about training camp. NFL play- 
ers also contest the owners' right to leg- 
islate an overtime period into the game. 
And they disagree with the new rule that 
linemen must remain at the line until, a 
bill I has been punted. 


About overtime, Curry said, "It's been 


proven that most injuries occur after 


halftime when players get a chance to 
cool off. Here's an arbitrary change 
made without consulting the players, 
doctors, trainers or anybody. 


"A group of owners make a change. 


They've never stepped on a'field in their 


- life and they're going to tell players what 


to do. They're going to create injuries. 
We reject that."

There Is nothing wrong with tho North- 


South bidding. North certainly has a 
aound raise to two spades and no one can 
blame South for jumping right to game. 


The fact that South has no real play for 


his contract, has nothing to do with the 
correctness of the bidding. If you never 
go down at a game contract you won't 
Incur many penalties but you will lose a 
lot of games and rubbers more enterpris- 
ing bidders would win. 


There is nothing wrong with West's 


lead either. No suit has been bid but 
spades and It Is less likely that a lead 
from a queen turns out to bo a disaster. 
This time it does because if West led any 
other suit he would be sure of making a 
diamond trick later. 


South should win the diamond with tho 


10 spot. There is no point in a false-card 
play here. 


It Is up to South to lead one of his high 


trumps. Which one? Not the king surely. 
If he leads It and West holds the ace he 
will take his aco; lead a second diamond 
and give his partner a ruff to defeat the 
contract How about the 10-spot? Equally 
undesirable. If West has the ace he is 
very likely to figure out just what South 
is up to.

Correcting a number of myths about cholesterol 


My cholesterol reading is 245, which I 


understand is quite high for a 45-year- 
old female. My general health is good in 
every other respect. My pressure Is 
120/80, and I still have a'regular monthly 
menstruation. I have been on a low cho- 
lesterol diet for a year — corn oil marga- 
rine, only one egg a week, skim milk, 
only cottage cheese — and my cholester- 
ol level is higher by nine points. 


I have read many reports and articles 


on the subject, but they mostly refer to 
men. 
My specific questions I'd like an- 


swered are the following bits of informa- 
tion given to me by friends: Once choles- 
terol is In the arteries It can't be dis- 
solved. A woman's cholesterol goes even 
higher when her menstruation period 
stopi. Alcoholic beverages and beer are 
pure cholesterol. An exercise plan will 
reduce cholesterol. 


Your choesterol reading is fairly high, 


but not excessive. A variation of nine 
points from one test to another is not 
significant. You can consider your read- 
ing essentially unchanged. 


Regarding those bits of information, 


and may I add, misinformation, choles- 
terol and some of the fat with It that 
deposits in the arteries can be removed 
in time with successful corrective mea- 
sures. The arteries of monkeys on a rich 
diet were loaded with fatty cholesterol. 
In those animals put back on a low-ca- 
lorie monkey diet, the arteries were 
cleared of fatty cholesterol deposits. In- 
formation on prisoners of war, people in

occupied lands of Europe In World War 
II and similar studies all provide evi- 
dence that some reversal is possible. 


It is true that a woman's cholesterol 


level tends to rise after the menopause. 
The changes in the arteries begin then 


and 15 or 20 years later the changes hi 
women are about the same as those 
noted in men of the same age. 


CHEMICALLY SPEAKING, cholester- 


ol is an alcohol, BUT the alcohol you 
drink is a very small molecule. It con-, 
tains only two carbon atoms. Cholesterol 
is a huge molecule by comparison, con- 
taining 27 atoms of carbon. Its size 
causes it to be a waxy solid rather than 
a liquid. The alcoholic beverages contain 
no cholesterol at all unless you add an 
animal' product, such as in making an 
egg nog. 


Yes, I think an exercise program can 


help. The idea is to use exercise and diet 
to eliminate excess stores of fat. In gen- 
eral, those people who are quite lean 
tend to have low cholesterol levels, al- 


though there are many exceptions to 
this. 


If, after effective elimination of all ex- 


tra fat stores, the cholesterol remains 
too high, then certain medicines can be 
used with the diet and exercise program 
effectively to lower the cholesterol. I 
don't think, however, that any of these 
medicines are a substitute for proper- 
diet, exercise and other living habits. A 
habit of drinking alcoholic beverages can 
usually defeat a good dietary program. 
Most people who drink will not stay on a 
diet to lose fat, if they want to lose 
weight.

which would tighten the. Illinois 
Governmental Ethics Act by re- 
quiring detailed disclosures of the 
sources and expenditure's of cam- 
paign funds. 


Roc's bill is a good one, but it 


could have been made better by an 
amendment, which the Senate last 
week rejected, by. Sen. Cecil Par- 
tec, D-Chicago, Senate minority 
leader. Partee would have set lim- 
its on campaign funding, a propos- 
al to which legislators have been 
paying lip service for years. 


The very limits proposed by Par- 


tec arc testimony to the need to 
place a ceiling on campaign ex- 
penditures. The bill would limit 
candidates for governor to ex- 
penditures of $1.09 million in gener- 
al elections and $730,000 in pri- 
maries. For legislative candidates 
the limits would be $28,000 and 
§18,000.

Roe's disclosure bill and hope that 
the Senate — which voted down 
Partee's proposal by a slim 27-25 
margin — will soon resurrect and 
pass it. 


The House last week voted by a 


three-fifths majority to discharge a 
proposal for legislative pay raises 
from the Executive Committee for 
immediaie consideration on the 
floor. Discharging a bilHrom com- 
mittee is an extraordinary action, 
made even more extraordinary be- 
cause the committee in question is 
the most prestigious in the House. 


We hope that most of those who 


contributed to the three-fifths ma- 
jority did so in order to be able to 
vote against the pay raise on the 
floor. We are, however, not optim- 
istic about that possibility. 


The proposed Increases of 55,000 


per year for representatives and 
senators would mean a cost to the 
taxpayers of $1.8 million per year. 
In these troubled financial times, 
we see no justification in such an 
expenditure.

As we have noted in the past, we 


would favor reasonable increases 
in expense payments for legisla- 
tors, but we consider their salaries 
of $17,500 to be adequate. 


Voters should also serve notice 


on their representatives that the 
pay-raise issue must be voted upon 
before the legislature adjourns this 
•month. The taxpayers are entitled 
to know where those seeking re- 
election in November stand before 
they face the voters.

Rev. Kinsolving answered 


Continuing what seems to be a one- 


man drive to discredit Christian Science, 
Lester Kinsolving in his latest column, 
published in The Herald on May 31, on 
the subject shows a characteristic dis- 
regard for the full facts. While many re- 
ligious bodies have been the butt of his 
cynicism, it is interesting to-find him de- 
voting several columns in the post year 
to the sole task of proving Chrislinn Sci- 
entists to be knaves, fools, and a menace 
to society. 


Since no Christian denomination is 


made up of 100 per cent saints, and no 
healing system has a 100 per cent record 
of cures, it is always possible for a deter- 
mined detractor to sketch a dark picture 
with a few well chosen and carefully 
rearranged facts. No doubt the Kinsolv- 
ings of the first century pointed to Naza- 
reth, where Jesus Vdld not many mighty 
works ... because of their unbelief," as 
concrete evidence of the failure of his 
healing mission. 


For almost 90 years, sober, responsible 


evidence of the healing by Christian Sci- 
ence of tuberculosis, polio, cancer and 
other malignant diseases in various 
stages has been available to honest in- 
quirers. Since the Christian Science Jour- 
nal first appeared in 1883, the publication 
of verified and verifiable accounts of 
such healings has become a regular fea- 
ture of the Christian Science periodicals. • 


Disregarding the common mortality of 


the human race, Mr. Kinsolving seems to 


• find the death of even a single Christian 


Scientist a proof of criminality. The pre- 
sumption appears to be that if only they 
would use medicine, they would never be 
sick and would live forever! 


Typical of Mr. Kinsolving's approach 


is his renewed reference to the case of a 
California school teacher, Cora Suther- 
land, who died of tuberculosis In March 
1954, nine months after she finished 
teaching at the end of the previous 
school year.

Terrorists peril Mid-East peace

The heavy blanket of security thrown 


around Secretary of State Henry A. Kis- 
singer during his visits to Damascus and 
the similar treatment to be given Pre- 
sident Nixon in his upcoming visit there 
provide grim evidence of the central and 
as yet untouched problem blocking the 
way to Mideast peace. 


That problem is the future of the Pa- 


lestinians, and In Damascus the fear was 
a Palestinian attempt against Kissinger's 
life in an attempt to block his peace ef- 
forts. 


Another bit of grim evidence con- 


cerning the same problem Is provided In 
Khartoum, in tho Sudanese trial of eight 
Palestinian terrorists who have con- 
fessed the slaying of U. S. Ambassador 
Cloo A. Noel Jr., and two other diplo- 
mats last year, but have- entered a plea 
of Innocent. 


Rounding out a picture of uncertainty 


and frustration is tho mooting In Cairo of 
Palestinians seeking to determine tho 
part, if any, they will play In Mideast 


ooacc negotiations in Geneva. 
' Under the general umbrella of the Pa- 
lestine Liberation organization, Palesti- 
nian guerrillas operate In five groups. 
They are Al Fatah, tho largest, headed 
by Yasslr Arafat, who also is chairman 
of the Palestine Liberation organization; 
Salqu, which is under Syrian Influence* 
and Is headed by Zuhalr Mohsln; the 
Popular Democratic Front for the Liber- 
ation of Palestine, headed by Naycf Ha- 
'wntmch; the Arab Liberation Front, 
which is backed by Iraq and Is headed 
by Alxlcl Kayyall; and the Popular Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine headed by 
George Habash, a Marxist. 


The first three are considered moder- 


ate, although It was the group headed by 
llawatmch which took responsibility for 
the slaughter of Israeli school children at 
Mnalot on May IS. 


The moderates arc said to favor join- 


ing the negotiations at Geneva provided 
the conference recognizes "legitimate" 
Palestine rights. 


Tho last two have made known they 


will reject any attempt at accom- 
modation.

Differences between moderate and 


radical elements have led to several 
shootouts among themselves. 


Terrorists have been described as in- 


tellectual radicals who turn to violence 
because they are political losers. 


As tho possibilities of peace improve, 


their cause becomes the more desperate. 


Syria, for example, is said to have giv- 


en assurances to Kissinger that it will do 
its best to prevent guerrilla action 


against Israel from across the Golan 
Heights. 


Barred from Jordan, the guerrillas' 


main access to Israel the nbccomcs 
hapless Lebanon, which currently houses 
300,000 Palestinian refugees. 


Since Israel already has announced it 


will strike back sharply against any 
guerrilla attack from Lebanon, the possi- 
bilities of disaster for Lebanon become 
very real, including possible overthrow 
of its evenly balanced Moslem-Christian 
government. 


An alternative to guerrilla blows from 


Lebanon is a revival of that undeclared 
war which a year ago threatened to be- 
come worldwide as Arab members of the 
Black September movement sought to 
sow death and destructibn among Israeli 
targets wherever they found them, and 
the Israelis sought to retaliate. 


Obviously a solution must be found, 


and obviously it must be found with Arab 
help. So far no Arab nation over has pun- 
ished any terrorist action. 


Tho outcome of the trial in Khartoum 


may provide the outline of the future.

danger to others is presumed to exist 


At the time of the 1972 situation which 


Mr. Kinsolving claims exposed children 
in Massachusetts and two other states to 
danger, Dr. Nicholas J. Fiumara, direc- 
tor of the Massachusetts Division of 
Communicable Diseases, stated in an in- 
terview in the Boston Globe of October 
29, "The Christian Scientists have always 
cooperated with me in the past 30 years 
that I have worked with them." And 
again we cooperated, fully and freely, in 
the limited immunization which he 
deemed necessary at that time. 


In other words, Christian Scientists are 


not irrational fanatics who have substi- 
tuted a blind faith in special "miracles" 
for careful thinking about divine and hu- 
man law. That is not their concept of 
Christian healing, which involves among 
other things a loving concern for those 
who do not share their convictions. 


Mr. Kinsolving in an earlier column 


and in the face of vast evidence to the 
contrary announced that Christian Sci- 
ence was dying, and he has shown him- 
self eager to assist at the predicted 
death. Quite apart from such unseemly 
haste to bury a Christian denomination, 
what arc we to make of a secularism so 
fierce and so arrogant? 


There are many who say that Chris- 


tianity itself is dying. Many in the first 
century undoubtedly believed the same 
thing. Yet these teachings did not die, 
nor have they ever appeared to be dying 
to those who live by them — to those who 
have felt the redeeming power of God's 
love in its healing of sin, sickness, fear, 
want, despair. This is the Christian mes- 
sage, and it still has meaning in a scien- 
tific age.

Consider: 
• More than 200,000 fingers and toes 


are amputated by power mowers. 


• More than 300 of all ages drown in 


backyard swimming pools. 


• Carelessness at the grill results in 


countless burns, ranging from minor to 
severe, including those resulting In 
death. 


Ben Harris, recreation safety specialist 


in the Public Safety Department of the 
National Safety Council (NSCJ), in an in- 
terview listed areas of extra-special con- 
cern to the safety specialists this sum- 
mer. He also gave tips for basic safety- 
consciousness. 


In the backyard pool, skull fractures 


and broken necks are increasing, leaving 
many victims paralyzed. The most sev- 
ere cases involve both legs, both arms — 
everything below the neck. 


Harris said this often is due to going 


down the pool slide headfirst. The slides 
are designed for feet first posture. Other 
fractured skulls and necks, including 
those resulting hi fatalities, are due to 
forgetting the all-time prohibition — div- 
ing into water that is too shallow in lake, 
river, backyard or community pool. 


Previously a swimming coach for 12 


years, Harris said hypcrventlliating be- 
fore diving In for an underwater swim is 
a practice to be discouraged. 


The swimmer takes many breaths and 


fills his system with lots more oxygen 
than ordinarily needed. This sees him 
through the underwater swimming long- 
er than If he'did not hyperventilate first. 


"I believe that most of the unexplained 


drownlngs of excellent swimmers is 
linked to this practice," Harris said. 


"When a swimmer hyperventilates the 


usual warning signs to breathe are not 
there. He can black out without warning 
and drown." 


In the backyard pools other troubles 


develop from diving from the ladders 
into above ground pools. Harris said some 
of these pools are two to three feet deep. 
No one knows if three feet is too shallow 
for diving. 


"There is a controversy over how deep 


pools should be for diving purposes," he 
said. 


To come up with a solution, the Nation- 


al Swimming Pool Institute Is supporting 
research at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology in Cambridge, Mass. 


"In general," Harris said, "diving 


should be done only in an area designed 
for diving." 


Mini-bikes, those two-wheeled moto- 


rized teeny "motorcycles," also concern 
the accident fighters at NSC. 


"I don't have specific figures," Harris 


said, "but a lot of kids arc getting killed 
on these things. It is illegal to use them 
on the streets and they are not allowed 
on sidewalks but the kids use the streets 
and sidewalks anyway. 


"A lot of little riders are getting hit by 


cars." 


To parents who might be pestered for 


a mini-bike, Harris would say — try to 
forget it, unless you have a private place 
where the bike can be used, and only 
after the rider has had adequate Instruc- 
tion. 


A further area of new concern involves 


danger of death from carbon monoxide 
poisoning — when on a rainy or cool day 
the family chef decides to bring the grill 
Indoors. If the cooking area is not prop- 
erly ventilated fumes accumulate and 
death results. 


If you think the garage is a better 


place, keep the door raised and the win- 
dows open. The practice of bringing the 
grill in under any roof also escalates the 
danger of injury from burning accidents. 


Each year some fatal accidents are 


linked to drinking too much while boat- 
ing, swimming, horsing around on the 
swimpool deck, grilling or even trying to 
use a powermowcr — when under the 
Influence. 


Watch the drinking when doing any of 


these things. 


A basic primer on summer safety goes 


like this: 


• POWER MOWER ACCIDENTS. Due 


in large part to improper mowing prac- 
tices. Contact with a mower's moving 
parts is a major cause of Injuries.

Dear Dorothy: Can you tell me what 


stewing beef is? I'm new at cooking and 
haven't found the answer to this ques- 
tion.

There's practically none to speak of in 


the hind quarter, Linda. The hind quar- 
ter contains all the steaks, rump, round 
and flank. These are all for broiling and 
roasting, although round and flank are 
sometimes used for stowing. The front 


quarter has rib roast, plate, brisket, 
chuck and shank meat. The chuck and 
shank are used for stewing. Some of the 
other cuts can be used for stewing, but 
there wouldn't be much point to it. 
That's one reason they're more ex- 
pensive — they can be used in the more 
delectable ways.

days: Sprinkle salt on the stain, squeeze 
on lemon juice and spread in the sun to 
dry.

machine fast in an emergency. 


Stop the engine and disconnect spark 


plug wire before checking or working on 
blades. 


Wear sturdy shoes, not tennis or 


sneaks. Never, never mow In barefeet. 


Keep children under 13 away from 


mower. Insist children and pets be in- 
doors or otherwise out of range of any 
stones, bits of wire or wood the mower 
might pick up and shoot with the velocity 
of a bullet. 


• COOKOUT SAFETY. Do not pour 


flammable liquids on the coals that are 
dying. The heat rides the trail of liquid 
into the can and causes contents to ex- 
plode in your hands. Use all flame start- 
ers according to directions. Watch chil- 
dren around the grill. It is best to keep 
them a distance away. Also avoid horse- 
play while grilling. This is to keep from 
being involved hi burning accidents. 


• BACKYARD POOLS. There are four 


million and an additional 300,000 will be 
installed this summer. Each one needs to 
be fenced or otherwise made off limits 
for children and/or others who may be 
tempted to take a swim without per- 
mission. The fencing also keeps curious 
little children from falling In and drown- 
ing. 


The National Safety Council Guidelines 


for keeping accidents from the home pool 
scene include: 


• Don't mix water and electricity. You 


can get electrocuted. That means rotis- 
serles, portable record players, radios 
and other electric things should be kept 
away from pool. 


• Keep pool and apron clear of 


glasses, bottles and other things that can 
cause cutting injuries. 


• See that everyone who is swimming 


knows how. If non-swimmers want to 
join the fun, keep them in the shallow 
part and under supervision.

Local officials use different guidelines 


for sounding emergency warning sirens, 
causing confusion for many suburban 
residents.

moving towards the community. But in 
neighboring Schaumburg, no alert was 
sounded. 


The reason is that in Hoffman Estates, 


a siren is sounded when a possible tor- 
nado is within a 40-mile radius and in 
Schaumburg, a 10-mile radius. 


A SIMILAR INCIDENT happened in 


Arlington Heights and Mount Prospect. 
On Sunday, the siren went off four times 
between 4 and 8 p.m. in Mount Prospect 
while sirens in nearby Arlington Heights 
remained silent. 


Mount Prospect uses its sirens when 


the National Weather Service issues an 
actual tornado warning for north and 
northwest Cook County. 


A much different system is used in 


neighboring Arlington Heights where the 
sirens are blasted only when a tornado is 
actually sighted in the immediate area. 
Many Arlington Heights residents heard 
sirens Sunday, but the wailing sound 
apparently was carried by high winds 
from sirens in Palatine, Mount Prospect 
or Rolling Meadows. 


It's up to the community when to 


sound a warning, although the state does 
provide recommendations, according to 
Eugene S. Gocbcl, communications offi- 
cer for the niinois Department of Civil 
Defense. 


"When there's some sort of conflict,

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Would consolidate three departments 
Fire district referendum 
possible by late summer

Buffalo Grove officials still are hopeful 


a referendum consolidating the village 
into one fire district will be held before 
tho end of the summer. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson laid Man* 


day ho expects to receive the final draft 
of an agreement with the Wheeling 
Township Rural Fire Protection District 
sometime this week. Passage of the 
agreement would pavo tho way for the 
referendum. 


The village board about four months 


ago voted to support the referendum, 


which would put the entire village in the 
Wheeling district. The village currently is 
served by three districts and officials say 
putting it in one would improve fire pro- 
tection as well as make it easier to form 
a municipal department in the future. 


.VILLAGE AND FIRE district officials 


essentially have agreed on all; major 
points. Once tho final draft is finished, 
only formal passage by trustees of both 
bodies remains. Larson said the village 
board probably will act on the agreement 
sometime this month. The fire district 
probably will consider it at its July 3 
meeting.

"There really Isn't that much more to 


do," Larson said. "It will take 43 to 60 
days to put a referendum together once 
the agreement is signed." 


If agreement is reached by early July, 


Larson said, a referendum to -transfer 
the entire village to the Wheeling district 
could be held by mid-August or early 
September. Before it could be held, legal 
notices would have to be published to 
alert residents. 


The referendum would have to be 


passed by a majority of those voting in 
order for the transfer to take place. 


Officials last month said they hoped 


the referendum could be hold by Aug. 1. 
Trustee Edward Osmon, chairman of a 
special committee on fire protection in 
the village, however, said last week, he 
doubts the referendum can be held that 
soon. Once agreement is reached with 
the Wheeling district, he said, his com- 
mittee, will need some time to "go out 
and sell the idea" of the transfer to resi- 
dents. 


THE AGREEMENT WITH the Wheel- 


ing district concerns the transfer of real 
estate to the village after a municipal 
fire department is formed. 


The village recently reached an accord 


with the Buffalo Grove Fire Department 
Inc., which Is contracted by the Wheeling 
district to provide fire protection to the 
portion of the village south of Old Check- 
er Road. That agreement provides for 
the transfer of equipment, firemen's sal- 
aries, personnel policies and fringe bene- 
fits after tho department goes munici- 
pal. 


Officials plan to combine the agree- 


ments between the village, fire depart- 
ment and Wheeling district into one 
document. Although law does not require 
an agreement of this type, village offi- 
cials favor taking precautions to* Insure 
there will bo no problems when the vil- 
lage decides to break away from the two 
bodies to form its'own.department. 


Most village officials favor formation 


of a municipal department now, but the 
village cannot'afford it. They .predict It 
will be two to three years before the vil- 
lage has enough tax revenue to support 
its own department. 


THE LONG GROVE Rural Fire Pro- 


tection District, which serves most of the 
Lake County-section of the village does 
not oppose formation of a municipal de- 
partment, but opposes losing its area to 
the Wheeling district. 
• 


Some officials have warned that the 


referendum should bo held before the 
Lake County section of the village begins 
accounting for more than 50 per cent of 
the Long Grove district's revenue. Once 
that happens the Long Grove could at- 
tempt to block the referendum, saying 
the transfer would result in a loss of rev- 
enue and create economic hardship. 


The Lake County section at present 


only accounts for about 40 per cent of the 
Long, Grove district's revenue,• but pro- 
posed housing developments could bring 
it to more than the 50 per cent figure.

Village officials mum on election plans

The terms of five elected officials in 


Buffalo Grove will expire next year, but 
none are saying what their plans are for 
the spring municipal election. 


Officials whose terms will expire next 


April are Village Pres. Gary Armstrong, 
Village Clerk Verna Clayton and trustees 
James Shirley, Edward Osmon and Ran- 
dall Rathjen. All were elected to four- 
year terms in 1971. 


All left the door open to a possible re- 


election bid, but none would make a defi- 
nite commitment when contacted by Tho 
Herald, All said they probably will make 
a decision late this year. 


"I will consider running for reelec- 


tion,"'said Armstrong. "That's not a 
'yes' or a 'no' answer, I just haven't 
made up my mind." 


SHIRLEY SAID^ he has been ap- 


proached by a number of individuals 
about running for reelection as trustee 
or for village president, but has not given 
the matter any serious thought. "I think 
I have enough to do trying to finish my 
term and haven't given any consid- 
eration to the next election," he said. 


"I think it is far too early to decide," 


Shirley said. "My decision will depend to 
a large extent on what happens in the 
next year." 


When contacted about a possible re- 


election bid, Osmon said, "One day I say 
I will run again and the next I say I 
.won't. I really haven't made up my mind 
on what I'm going to do." 


Rathjen said he has not addressed nun- 


self to the possibility of seeking reelec- 
tion. "I don't think anybody has," he 
said. "I really have no plans at this 
time." 


Mrs. Clayton said although she enjoys 


being village clerk, she also has made no 
decision on the next election. "I really 
haven't thought about it. I know I would 
miss 'it because I enjoy it, but I don't 
want to commit myself yet." 


ALL .THE OFFICIALS said they have 


not been approached about running on a 
specific party ticket and do not expect to 


be until early next year. 


Trustee Clarice Rech, whose term docs 


not expire until 1977, confirmed reports 
that she has been asked by several per- 
sons to run for village president in the 
spring, 1975 election. "I haven't given it 
any thought at all," she said. "I doubt 
that I would consider it." 


Mrs. Rech said'if she were to run for 


village president, she would resign as 
trustee prior to the election. She said, 
however, she feels she has an obligation 
to those that elected her, to finish her 
term before considering another office. 
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Bieber pleads guilty, loses 
building director position

Wheeling . Building Director William 


Blcbcr pleaded guilty Monday in U. S. 
District Court to extortion, conspiracy, 
perjury and filing a false 1071 Income tax 
return. 


Village officials responded to the guilty 


picas Monday night by announcing that 
Blcbcr is no longer employed by the vil- 
lage. The building director hod continued 
to draw his $21,500-a-yoar salary while on 
leave of absence awaiting resolution of 
the 14 federal charges against him. 


Blcbcr faces a maximum of 68 years 


Imprisonment and a $45,000 fine. He is 
scheduled to bo sentenced Juno 27 before 
U. S. District Court Judge Abraham Lin- 
coln Mnro'vltz. 


ALTHOUGH BIEBER has been ex- 


pected to pload guilty for more than 
three weeks, final arrangements on his 
picas wcro not determined until early 
Monday afternoon. The guilty picas wcro 
entered as part of an agreement with the 
U. S. Attorney's Office, which dropped 
nine additional charges of extortion and 
perjury against Blcbcr. 


Members of the U. S. Attorney's Office 


three weeks ago testified that Blcbcr 
would plead guilty as soon as he was re- 
leased from Lutheran General Hospital, 
where he was being treated for a back 
ailment. Blcbcr was released from the 
hospital Saturday. 


Blcbcr Is one of six former and present 


Wheeling and Cook County officials in- 
dicted Jan. 31 following a year long fed- 
eral grand jury probe Into shakedowns of 
Wheeling developers. He is the third de- 
fendant to plead guilty to charges In 
those Indictments. Two others, both code- 
fondants 
with Blcbcr, already have 


pleaded guilty and been sentenced to 
prison terms. 


THE nni.niNG director was allowed 


to remain seated while pleading guilty 
to: 


• Conspiring with former Wheeling 


trustee William Hart and James Stavros, 
former Wheeling Township Democratic 
committccman, to commit extortion 


against Bernard Wasmcr of the Duo Sign 
Co. Charges 
against Stavros 
were 


dropped when he pleaded guilty to three 
extortion and one tax charge. Hart is 
scheduled for trial Monday. 


• Conspiring with former Wheeling 


trustee Michael Valcnza to extort a total 
of $10,000 worth of furniture from the 
Wlckcs Corp. In exchange for building 
and zoning favors. Valcnza pleaded guil- 
ty to this charge and was sentenced to 
nine months in prison. 


• Perjury for lying to a federal grand 


jury about tho Wlckcs conspiracy and ex- 
tortion charge. 


• Extorting a trip to Florida, six cases 


of liquor, the installation of sewer and 
water lines to Stavros' mother's home 
and subcontracts for Rock Road Con- 
struction Co. and Country Service and 
Supply Co. from Ben Pckln Corp. 


• Filing a false 1071 'Income tax return 


by reporting a gross Income of $15,833, 
which was less than the amount actually 
received during that year. 


IN THE AGREEMENT, the UN S. At- 


torney's Office sold that details of the 
cases against Blcbcr will be made known 
at the time of sentencing. No recommen- 
dation for sentencing, however, will be 
made by the prosecutors. 


Blcbcr's picas will make unnecessary 


the public hearings set for July 2 by tho 
village board to consider his dismissal 
for accepting a gift valued at more than 
$500 from Ben Pckin Corp., developers of 
Tahoe Village. Bicbcr admitted on a 
state-required ethics form that ho ac- 
cepted the gift. 


The building director told The Herald 


the gift was a trip to Florida. He pleaded 
guilty Monday to extorting that trip from 
the Pckin Corp. in exchange for building 
and zoning favors. 


Blebcr, 100 N. Sixth St., was appointed 


director of building and zoning in May 
1970. Before his appointment, Blebcr was 
o plumbing Inspector in the Wheeling 
Building Department. A Wheeling resi- 
dent for 18 years, ho worked as a plumb- 
er before taking the village job in Octo-

Bieber 
to testify 
for Hart? 


The attorney for former Wheeling 


trustee William Hart is trying to get 
Wheeling Building Director William Ble- 
bcr to testify as a defense witness in his 
client's upcoming trial. 


Attorney John Coughlan Monday asked 


•the U. S. Attorney's off ice,to grant Ble- 
bcr immunity from further prosecutions 
so that he will testify at the Hart trial,' 
scheduled to begin June 17. 
. Bieber refused to answer any of Cough- 
lan's questions, saying his attorney ad- 
vised him not to comment on the matter. 


DAVID SCIHPPERS, Bleber's attor- 


ney, told U. S. District Judge Abraham 
Lincoln Marovitz that Bieber will contin- 
ue to rely on his fifth amendment rights 
unless he is granted immunity. 


"If he were to testify fully and com- 


pletely, he could be opening himself to 
state charges or other federal charges," 
Schlppcrs said.

the municipalities must work out the 
problems locally," he said. 


OTHER COMMUNITIES such as Elk 


Grove Village and Rolling Meadows is- 
sue warnings when officials receive a 
tornado warning from a weather bureau 
teletype. In Rolling Meadows, an alarm 
is sounded if a police officer or other offi- 
cials sight a tornado approaching. 


In Wheeling, a siren also Is activated 


when officials receive reports that a tor- 
nado is sighted in the Northwest subur- 
ban area. If a tornado Is seen, the police 
go through the streets with loudspeakers 
warning the people. 


Palatine sounds the sirens when offi- 


cials are notified by the U.S. Weather 
Bureau of a tornado watch in the general 
vicinity. One of the Palatine tornado 
sirens went off Saturday night because 
of a mechanical malfunction, causing 
some confusion. Village firemen had to 
shut off the system manually. 


GENERALLY. POLICE and fire de- 


partments in many communities during 
the weekend were deluged with phone 
calls from confused and frightened resi- 
dents. 


In Rolling Meadows, Police Chief 


Lewis Case said phone lines were jam- 
med and emergency lines tied up. 


"They defeat our whole emergency 


system," he said. People tied up the 
lines by calling to find out about the 
warning and weather conditions. Case 
said they were getting calls from people 
attempting 
to reach 
the Arlington 


Heights Police Department. 


There's no state low Jhat requires a 


municipality to provide an emergency 
warning system, Goebcl said, but state 
officials do encourage that some emer- 
gency procedures be adopted.

depends on the number of square miles 
and land use of each community. For ex- 
ample, Cliicago has approximately 104 si- 
rens located within its metropolitan 
boundaries. 


By state law, the testing of sirens must 


be made on the first Tuesday of each 
month at exactly 10:30 a.m. Each siren 
is activated for one minute with a steady 
sound, which Is the alert for adverse 
weather conditions. There's a minute of 
silence, followed by a minute-long warn- 
ing signal of a warbling sound, the alert 
for nuclear attack, according to Goebel. 


Except for this testing period, any oth- 


er siren alert Is for persons to take pre- 
cautions, Goebel said.

include foreign exchange students who 
will return to their own countries. Only 
one graduate will enter military service. 


In a similar survey last year,. 70 per 


cent of the 1973 graduates indicated they 
planned to continue their schooling. How- 
ever, Miss McKinney said a check last 
fall revealed that somewhat less than 
that figure actually enrolled. 


THE NUMBER of Stevenson graduates 


who intend to go directly into the work 
force is up by five per cent over last 
year. The number of those with indefinite 
plans is one per cent less. Two boys en- 
tered military service last summer. 


On the list of college-bound students 


are 49 different collges and universities 
and four trade schools. The University o£ 
Illinois in Champaign-Urbana and the 
College of Lake County are the choice of 
10 students. 


O t h e r schools that have been 


frequently chosen by Stevenson seniors 
include Northern Illinois University In 
DeKalb, Augustana College in Rock Is- 
land, Harper College in Palatine, South- 
ern Illinois University in Carbondale and 
Western Illinois University in Macomb. 


OF THE GRADUATES heading for 


employment, 17 have definite jobs, ac- 
cording to Miss McKinney. Several stu- 
dents will continue in jobs they obtained 
through career-education classes at Ste- 
venson. 


One graduate plans to enter the Navy, 


and two will return to their home coun- 
tries of Germany and Sweden. Three 
graduates will delay entering college to 
attend an additional year of school in 
Brazil, Sweden and France. 


A follow-up study of graduates will be 


conducted by the guidance department 
next fall.

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Sirens blare- 
and city panics

When the button was pushed Sunday 


activating city Civil Defense sirens to 
warn that severe weather might be on 
the way, a number of residents pushed a 
button of their own — activating panic. 


Sirens in Des Plaines and several ad- 


joining communities bellowed out the 
weather warning at 8:06 p.m. Sunday af- 
ter a tornado was reported near Hoffman 
Estates. 


Franitc parents scrambled about their 


yards hauling bikes, grills, outdoor plant- 
ers and children into the house and 
streets became deserted with only a few 
people peering at the angry skies. 


Mixtures of excitement and fear per- 


meated the atmosphere at South Park, 
White and Howard streets, as the sirens 
went off and children scampered toward 
their homes. 


RAINS CAME SHORTLY after the last 


of the final performance of the Holy 
Family Hospital drcus and when the si- 
rens blared, about 150 of 800 spectators, 
performers and a few circus dogs, sought 
refuge in the garage and service building 
of the hospital. 


Within minutes of the alarm, police 


and fire department telephone lines light- 
ed up with calls from citizens wanting to 
know what the sirens were all about. 


Due to the immediate flood of calls, 


officials from both departments said logs 
were not kept but police reports in- 
dicated Monday at least 30 calls were 
answered in about a 10-minute period, 
completely tying up police phone lines. 


Lines were so backed up at one point, 


said Police Chief Arthur Hintz, it would 
have been impossible for someone need-

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Citizens, builder 
at odds over 
Superblock plan

Mora than 60 Dos Plaines residents 


heard a call for greater communication 
between city officials and the public con- 
cerning downtown redevelopment during 
a weekend meeting, but several alder- 
men and the developer of the proposed 
Superblock project were not allowed to 
speak. 


Members of the newly formed coali- 


tion, Citizens for a Common Good (CCG) 
told of their concerns Sunday about the 
possible traffic and parking problems of 
the Superblock project and sought to 
enlist support. 


Members of the group charged that the 


project would not be beneficial to the 
city, the resident* or local merchants. 


"The losers are the merchants and the 


shoppers," said Bob Sullivan, a member 
of the group and a representative of the 
St. Mary's School Parent Teacher Coun- 
cil. 


DURING THE COURSE of the meeting 


which wai opened for questions and com- 
ments, the organizers did not ask J. R. 
Gottlieb, president of the Dos Plaines 
Mall Corp., to speak about his plans or 
answer some of the questions raised by 
the group. 


"This all sounded like a very political 


meeting to me," Gottlieb said later. He 
added that he had prepared responses to 
many of tho questions raised by the 
group.

Mahon acted as the moderator for 
tho meeting at tho West Park Field 
House. 


IN ins CLOSING remarks, Mahon sug- 


gested that tho city hold a referendum on 
whether to self $3.6 million in parking 
revenue bonds to finance the Elllnwood 
Street parking garage and other parking 
improvements. 


Under the home-rule authority granted 


by tho city, they con sell tho bonds with- 
out a referendum.

School officials assume parents are satisfied with system 
New report cards bring little reaction

In late January, Des Plaines elementa- 


ry students brought home a new-style re- 
port card which offered nonletter grade 
progress reports in place of tho tradition- 
al "A, B, C." 


Five months and two grading periods 


later, Dlst. 62 school officials arc assum- 
ing that parents, teachers and students 
are satisfied with the new concept In 
progress reporting. 


Dlst. 62 Assistant Supt. Robert Cowell 
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said most teachers have responded fa- 
vorably toward the card but that there 
was "very little parent reaction." 


"I had one call from a parent who 


wasn't real happy, but other than that 
we haven't had much reaction," he said. 
"On the positive side, we had some 
mothers at a board meeting who said 
they liked the card." 


ONE PHONE CALL pointed up a prob- 


lem school officials hadn't foreseen — 
lack of parental understanding of the 
new form, according to Cowell. 


"Many parents took the card at face 


value — they forgot to read the little 
item at the top about ability level," he 
said. "If you're accustomed to the 'A, B, 
C, U' card, you can conclude your child 
is doing superior work. People may be 
forgetting their child is being rated on 
his performance in terms of his ability." 


In the past, the progress of youngsters 


in the primary grades was reported 
through a five-column checklist with rat- 
ings of poor to superior in each subject, 
kindergarten students received a com- 
mentary report on their school work. 


Students in the middle grades were 


graded on an A,B,C,D,U system. 


UNDER THE NEW progress reporting 


system, students are evaluated on their 
performance in relation to their ability. 
The cards reflect not only a child's aca- 
demic work but the effort put into it 


Students are evaluated for the major 


skills within a basic subject area and 
also are reviewed for their study habits 
and attitudes towards school. Each re- 
port card includes room for teacher com- 
ments and a tearsheet for parents' com- 
ments. 


Cowell said a teachers' committee 


studying the new system has suggested 
basically mechanical changes in the re- 
port card. 


"There's been very little criticism 


from the teachers — but that's not to say 
all teachers like the card," he said. 
"There are different teaching philo- 
sophies and it isn't always possible to 
come up with a card acceptable to every- 
body." 


COWELL SAID the new report card 


best reflects "our move towards person- 
alizing Instruction." 


"We're trying to help youngsters main- 


tain a good self-Image. We're not going 
to tell him he's doing beautifully if he's 
not, but we don't want to turn him off," 
he said. 


Teachers will be using the new report 


cards for parent conferences next fall 
and Cowell said he hopes the meetings 
will clear up some misunderstandings. 


"We want every parent to understand 


what we're trying to do," he said. 
"We're just trying to provide the parent 
with a picture of the child we see at 
school." 


Noise bugs city; trial date set 


A Cook County Circuit Court jury trial 


has been scheduled for June 19 con- 
cerning the city's charges that the Chi- 
cago and North Western Ry. has violated 
Des Plaines' noise regulations. 


City officials said the hearing will be-

The complaints stem from tests con-

and Thacker Street. Lindahl said his 
tests showed the locomotives stored 
there exceed the noise limits set down by 
the city. 


The railroad has consistently argued 


that the city's regulations are not valid 
because there are federal noise rules. 
However, a circuit court judge ruled last 
October that the railroad was guilty of 
violating the city's ordinances and fined 
it $80. In the present case the railroad 
has been cited for 27 separate violations.

Most books at Wheeling High library destroyed 
Firebombing, graduation don't mix

Reaction to Sunday night's firebomblng 


of the school library dampened spirits 
Monday as the Class of 1974 rehearsed 
for tonight's graduation ceremonies at 
Wheeling High School. 


"The kids have been Just great today," 


Assistant Principal Steven Berry said. 
"Sometimes seniors can be a real pain 
during graduation rehearsals — but 
these kids were perfectly behaved." 


Classes went on as usual at the school 


Monday, except for the presence of fire- 
men and school officials who were in- 
vestigating and checking the library 
area. The library and nearby classrooms 
wore scaled off. 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS said It appears 


most of the 22,097 books in the school 
library were destroyed, either directly 
by the fire or by smoke and water dam- 
ago. The count on books, Principal 
Thomas Shirley said, was exact because 
"the librarians Just finished the in- 
ventory Friday." 


Thomas Crosgrovc, director of physical 


plant for High School Dlst. £4, said In- 
surance adjusters were oirthe scene 
Monday and added, "The Insurance com- 
pany Is being most helpful and respon- 
sive." He said the loss Is fully covered 
by Insurance. 


Among things not destroyed in the fire 


were the school's collection of back is- 
sues of magazines and an extensive 
Braille library used In the program for 
blind students. The magazines and 
braille books were stored In rooms adja- 
cent to the library, and were protected 
by fire-resistant doors. 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS said the first 


alarm was sounded by Ralph Johnson, 
the second shift custodian at the school, 
who spotted the fire as he was leaving 
the building to go off duty. 


According to William Haddock, head of 


the custodial and maintenance crews at 
the school, Johnson's quick action prob- 
ably prevented more serious damage. 
"By the time our custodian 'could have 
gotten to that area in his regular rounds, 
we could have lost more of the build- 
ing," Haddock said. 


In a statement to the Wheeling stu- 


dents Monday morning, Shirley said the 
fire "Is probably one of the worst set- 
backs in our 10-year history." However, 
he told the students, "Our task is to re- 
group, stand taller and proceed as a 
proud school," and added that Wheeling 
can "rise from the ashes like the Phoe- 
nix." 


Police have 
no leads yet 
to tirebombing

Wheeling police investigators have yet 


to come up with any leads In Saturday 
night's firebomblng of the Wheeling High 
School library. The estimate of damage 
in that fire has now been lowered to 
$350,000. 


Earlier school officials had feared the

The fire Is believed to have been 
started by thrown "Molotov cocktails." 


Lt. Ted Bracke, who Is heading the po- 


lice department's investigation, said no 
arrests have been made in connection 
with the fire. Five 17-year-olds were 
charged with harassing firemen and po- 
licemen, both during and after the fire, 
he said. 


FOUR OF THOSE arrested, were 


charged with disorderly conduct They 
were Kevin Doyle, 16 Oakwood Dr., 
Prospect Heights; Erwln J. Kopecky, 912 
Wllshlre Dr., Wheeling; Donald C. 
McEwen, 321 Wheeling Ave., Wheeling; 
and Daniel Crepas, 591 Audrey Ct., 
Wheeling. All will appear June 25 in the 
Arlington Heights branch of Cook County 
Circuit Court. 


FOLLOWING THAT statement, Shirley 


said he Is most concerned about the se- 
niors who will graduate today. "I know 
In my heart that this was not a senior 
prank," he said. "And I don't want this 
class to take the rap. They don't deserve 
it."

ing emergency service to get a call 
through.

tended to let residents know a tornado 
had been sighted. But Arthur said the si-, 
rens would have been sounded a second 
time if the twister touched ground or be- 
gan heading for Des Plalnes.

police said they stole about $300 worth of 
lumber from a lumber yard in Des 
Plaines. 


The two, William Radamacher, 30, of 


220 Andrew Ln., Schaumburg, and Don- 
ald Schroeder, 17, of 221 Graylynn Dr., 
Mount Prospect, were arrested late Sat- 
urday a short distance away from the 
Des Plalnes Lumber Yard, "First Avenue 
and Thacker Street, site of the alleged 
theft.

He 
said sometimes a twister will "hide be- 
hind" a severe weather front and will go 
undetected on radar until moments be- 
fore it strikes. 


Under normal circumstances, Arthur 


said, it ususally takes a tornado three to 
five minutes to "spawn," giving resi- 
dents that amount of time to seek shel- 
ter. 


Describing what "evasive action" 


should be taken in homes during severe 
weather, Arthur said residents should: 


• Take a portable radio to listen to 


emergency weather bulletins, a lantern, 
preferably battery operated, and go to 
their basements. 


• Since most tornadoes and severe 


weather come from a southwesterly di- 
rection, Arthur said persons should try to 
sit under a heavy table or desk in a 
southwest corner of their basements. 


• Doors and windows should be left 


open to equalize air pressure. Arthur 
said most houses damaged or leveled in 
such storms are due to a vacuum 
created by differences in outdoor and in- 
door air pressure. 


He said information concerning pre- 


cautions and safety rules for tornadoes 
may be obtained by calling the Des 
Plaines Fire Prevention Bureau at 298-

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Wailing sirens 
cause confusion 


by BETTY LEE 


Local officials use different guidelines 


for sounding emergency warning sirens, 
causing confusion for many suburban 
residents. 


Last weekend, for example, the sirens 


sounded in Hoffman Estates when offi- 
cials received word of a funnel cloud 
moving towards the community. But in 
neighboring Schaumburg, no alert was 
sounded. 


The reason is that in Hoffman Estates, 


a siren is sounded when a possible tor- 
nado is within a 40-mile radius and in 
Schaumburg, a 10-mile radius. 


A SIMILAR INCIDENT happened in 


Arlington Heights and Mount Prospect. 
On Sunday, the siren went off four times 
between 4 and 8 p.m. in Mount Prospect 
while sirens in nearby Arlington Heights 
remained silent. 


Mount Prospect uses its sirens when 


the National Weather Service issues an 
actual tornado warning for north and 
northwest Cook County. 


A much different system is used in 


neighboring Arlington Heights where the 
sirens are blasted only when a tornado is 
actually sighted in the immediate area. 
Many Arlington Heights residents heard 
sirens Sunday, but the wailing sound 
apparently was carried by high winds 
from sirens in Palatine, Mount Prospect 
or Rolling Meadows. 


It's up to the community when to 


sound a warning, although the state does 
provide recommendations, according to 
Eugene S. Goebel, communications offi- 
cer for the Illinois Department of Civil 
Defense. 


"When there's some sort of conflict,

According to the new contract, the pro- 


posed rotes are in line with those in 
neighboring areas and is intended to 
maintain a high level of pickup service. 


Garden City Disposal says that In- 


creased labor costs, which represent 
about 70 per cent of the total scavenger 
costs, have increased more than 05 per 
cent between July, 1970, and March of 
this year. 


In addition to regular pickup, the dis- 


posal company will accept tree branches, 
brush or small bundles of refuse that arc 
not bagged or In containers. These must 
not weigh more than 80 pounds and all 
branches or brush must be no longer 
than four feet and tied securely In 
bundles.

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Firebombing, graduation don't mix

Reaction to Sunday night's fircbombing 


or tho school library dampened spirits 
Monday as tho Class of 1074 rehearsed 
for tonight's graduation ceremonies at 
Wheeling High School. 


"The kids have been just great today," 


Assistant Principal Sloven Berry said. 
"Sometimes seniors can bo a real pain 
during graduation rehearsals — but 
these kids were perfectly behaved." 


Classes went on as usual at tho school 


Monday, except for the presence of fire- 
men and school officials who were In- 
vestigating and checking the library 
area. Tho library and-nearby classrooms 
were sealed off. 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS said It appears 


most of tho 22,097 books In tho school 
library wore destroyed, cither directly 
by tho fire or by smoke and water dam- 
age. The count on books, Principal 
Thomas Shirley said, was exact because 
"the librarians just finished tho in- 
ventory Friday." 


Thomas Crosgrovo, director of physical 


plant for High School Dlst. 214, said In- 
surance adjusters were on the scene 
Monday and added, "Tho Insurance com- 
pany Is being most helpful and respon- 
sive." He said the loss Is fully covered 
by Insurance. 


Among things not destroyed In, the fire 


were the school's collection of back Is- 
sues of magazines and an extensive 
Drallle library used In the program for 
blind students. The magazines and 
braille books were stored In rooms adja- 
cent to the library, and were protected 
by fire-resistant doors. 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS said the first 


alarm was sounded by Ralph Johnson, 
the second shift custodian at the school, 
who spotted the fire as ho was leaving 
the building to go off duty. 


According to William Haddock, head of 


the custodial and maintenance crews at 
the school, Johnson's quick action prob- 
ably prevented more serious damage. 
"By the time our custodian could have 
• gotten to that area In his regular rounds, 
we could have lost more of the build- 
Int." Haddock said. 


In a statement to the Wheeling stu- 


dents Monday morning, Shirley said the 
fire "Is probably one of the worst set- 
backs In our 10-year history." However, 
he told the students, "Our task is to re- 
group, stand taller and proceed as a 
proud school," and added that Wheeling 
can "rise from the ashes like the Phoe- 
nix."

the municipalities must work out the 
problems locally," he said. 


OTHER COMMUNITIES such as Elk 


Grove Village and Rolling Meadows is- 
sue warnings when officials receive a 
tornado warning from a weather bureau 
teletype. In Rolling Meadows, an alarm 
is sounded if a police officer or other offi- 
cials sight a tornado approaching. 


In Wheeling, a siren also is activated 


when officials receive reports that a tor- 
nado is sighted in the Northwest subur- 
ban area. If a tornado is seen, the police 
go through the streets with loudspeakers 
warning the people. 


Palatine sounds the sirens when offi- 


cials are notified by the U.S. Weather 
Bureau of a tornado watch in the general 
vicinity.

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Wailing sirens 
cause confusion

Local officials use different guidelines 


for sounding emergency warning sirens, 
causing confusion for many suburban 
residents. 


Last weekend, for example, the sirens 


sounded in Hoffman Estates when offi- 
cials received word of a funnel cloud 
moving towards the community. But in 
neighboring Schaumburg, no alert was 
sounded. 


The reason is that in Hoffman Estates, 


a siren is sounded when a possible tor- 
nado is within a 40-mile radius and in 
Schaumburg, a 10-mile radius. 


A SIMILAR INCIDENT happened in 


Arlington Heights and Mount Prospect. 
On Sunday, the siren went off four times 
between 4 and 8 p.m. in Mount Prospect 
while sirens In nearby Arlington Heights 
remained silent. 


Mount Prospect uses its sirens when 


the National Weather Service issues an 
actual tornado warning for north and 
northwest Cook County. 


A much different system is used in 


neighboring Arlington Heights where the 
sirens are blasted only when a tornado is 
actually sighted in the immediate area. 
Many Arlington Heights residents heard 
sirens Sunday, but the wailing sound 
apparently was carried by high winds 
from sirens in Palatine, Mount Prospect 
or Rolling Meadows. 


It's up to the community when to 


sound a warning, although the state does 
provide recommendations, according to 
Eugene S. Goebel, communications offi- 
cer for the Illinois Department of Civil 
Defense.

'Boring9 music class gets new life

Students at Winston Park Junior High

Cole said it appears tax bills now may 


not be issued until July, which would 
mean tax funds due the city might not be 
collected and returned to the city until 
September. 


HE SAID FUNDS for the operation of 


the departments may have to come from 
borrowing revenue sharing funds which 
have been allocated to other departments 
but not yet spent. 


Federal revenue sharing money is pro- 


vided to local municipalities' and govern- 
ing bodies from tax money collected by 
the federal government. The revenue 
sharing program, begun in 1972, is to last 
for five years after which time Congress 
will decide on extending it. 
• Uses of the federal money are regu- 
lated by the federal government. 


COLE SUGGESTED and the com- 


mittee agreed to send to the city council 
a resolution authorizing the borrowing of 
up to $150,000 from the city's revenue 
sharing till for use by the tire depart- 
ment, library and other departments 
which may require funds. The resolution 


• would also include an 8 per cent interest 
•rate which * the -city in effect would 


charge the borrowing departments. 


"It's a temporary shortage of cash," 


Cole said. "It's not like all of a sudden 
the bottom dropped out." He said the 
county has distributed only about 15 per 
cent of the funds collected in March from 
homeowners required to pay the first in- 
stallment on then- estimated tax bills. 
"Obviously, the county is holding the 
money," Cole said. 


THE CITY LEVIES only about 60 cents 


per $100 of assessed valuation, with 
about 44 cents going to the fire depart- 
ment and about 15 cents to the library. 
According to Cole, other taxing bodies, 
such as the school and park districts, 
which rely solely on property tax monies, 


are apparently in worse financial condi- 
tion'because of the tax situation than the 
dty. 


A major portion of the city's revenues 


come from sales tax rebates, which Cole 
said will help get the city through some 
of the current cash flow shortage. 


Cole said the city's next sales tax 


check will amount to about $142,000, one 
of the highest for the year, and those 
funds should be enough to provide for 
payments this month. However, he said 
sales tax funds would not be sufficient to 
pay city expenditures during the six 
months' time likely to elapse before real 
estate tax money begins to be returned.

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Firebombing 
sours graduation

of thu school library dampened spirits 
Monday as tho Class of 1974 rehearsed 
for tonight's graduation ceremonies at 
Wheeling High School. 


"The kids have been Just great today," 


Assistant Principal Steven Berry said. 
"Sometimes seniors can be a real pain 
during graduation rehearsals — but 
these kids were perfectly behaved." 


Classes went on as usual at the school 


Monday, except for the presence of fire- 
men and school officials who were In- 
vestigating and checking tho library 
area. Tho library and nearby classrooms 
were sealed off. 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS said It appears 


most of the 23,097 books In the school 
library were destroyed, cither directly 
by the fire or by smoke and water dam- 
age. Tho count on books, Principal 
Thomas Shirley said, was exact because 
"the librarians just finished the In- 
vcntory Friday." 


Thomas Crosgrovo. director of physical 


plant for High School Dlst. 214. sold in- 
surance adjusters were on the scene 
Monday and added, "The Insurance com- 
pany Is being most helpful and respon- 
sive." Ho said tho loss is fully covered 
by insurance. 


Among things not destroyed in the fire 


were the school's collection of back is- 
sues of magazines and an extensive 
Braille library used In the program for 
blind students. The magazines and 
braille books were stored in rooms adja- 
cent to tho library, and were protected 
by fire-resistant doors. 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS said the first 


alarm was sounded by Ralph Johnson, 
the second shift custodian at the school, 
who spotted the fire as he was leaving 
the building to go off duty. 


According to William Haddock, head of 


the custodial and maintenance crews at 
the school. Johnson's quick action prob- 
ably prevented more serious damage. 
"By the lime our custodian could have 
gotten to that area In his regular rounds, 
we could have lost more of the build- 
ing." Haddock said. 


In a statement to the Wheeling stu- 


dents Monday morning, Shirley said the 
fire "Is probably one of the worst set- 
backs In our 10-year history." However, 
he told tho students, "Our task Is to re- 
group, stand taller and proceed as,a 
proud school." and added that Wheeling 
can "rise from the ashes like the Phoe- 
nix." 


FOLLOWING THAT statement, Shirley 


said he Is most concerned about the se- 
niors who will graduate today. "I know 
In my heart that this was not a senior 
prank." ho said. "And I don't want this 
class to take the rap. They don't deserve 
It." 


Students, gathered In the school cafe- 


teria for lunch, expressed shock at the 
destruction. "That was a really good li- 
brary. I liked to be In there," Sandy 
Hogrcvo. a sophomore, said. "I hope the 
books can be saved." 


Other students said there were rumors 


circulating in the school about the fire, 
but that "nobody knows anything for 
sure."

Police have 
no leads yet 
to iirebombing

Wheeling police Investigators have yet 


to come up with any leads in Saturday 
night's flrebombulg of the Wheeling High 
School library. The estimate of damage 
In that fire has now been lowered to 
$350,000. 


Earlier school officials had feared the 


damage could have been as high as $1 
million. The fire is believed to have been 
started by thrown "Molotov cocktails." 


Lt. Ted Brackc, wno is heading the po- 


lice department's investigation, said no 
arrests have been made in connection 
with the fire. Five 17-year-olds were 
charged with harassing firemen and po- 
licemen, both during and after the fire, 
he said. 


FOUR OF THOSE arrested 
were 


charged with disorderly conduct. They 
were Kevin Doyle, 16 Oakwood Dr., 
Prospect Heights; Erwin J. Kopecky, i)l2 
Wilshiro Dr., Wheeling; Donald C. 
McEwen, 321 Wheeling Avc., Wheeling; 
and Daniel Crcpas, 591 Audrey Ct., 
Wheeling. All will appear June 25 in the 
Arlington Heights branch of Cook County 
Circuit Court. 


The fifth person arrested was Mark 


Torp, 705 Elmhurst Rd., Wheeling. He 
was charged with aggravated battery 
and resisting arrest. Police said he kick- 
ed patrolman Arthur Hochstadter. Torp 
will appear June 28 In the Arlington 
Heights court. 


Details of the arrest were released for 


the first time Monday by Wheeling po- 
lice. 


Police said 75 to 100 youths were 


watching the fire fighting efforts at the 
school. 900 S. Elmhurst Rd., just after 11 
p.m. Saturday. Several times the crowd 
moved too close and was warned to 
move back. Police said Doyle was ar- 
rested after being warned three times to 
get out of the way of firemen. 


THE CROWD WAS moved across Elm- 


hurst Rood and some 50 to 75 stayed in 
front of 705 Elmhurst Rd., Torp's resi- 
dence. Some members of the crowd then 
began to throw rocks and bottles across 
the street at firemen and policemen, 
causing Wheeling police to call Illinois 
State and Cook County Sheriff's police 
for assistance. 


McEwen was arrested for shouting ob- 


scenities at police and firemen. Then po- 
lice told Torp he was under arrest but 
Torp ran Into his house and tried to bar 
the police's entry, according to police. 


Brackc said police kicked In the door 


to follow Torp and arrest him. Finally, 
Kopecky was arrested for using obscene 
language and throwing rocks, according 
to police. 


ABOUT 12:40 A.M., Crepas appeared 


at the police station, 2S5 W. Dundee Rd., 
and demanded to sec Torp, who had not 
yet been released on bail. 


Crcpas allegedly was told he could not 


sec Torp and then demanded In sec Torp 
a second time. Crcpas, who told The Her- 
ald he was trying to post Torp's bond, 
was charged with disorderly conduct be- 
cause he prevented the police radio oper- 
ator from performing his duties and was 
becoming a nuisance at the police sta- 
tion, police said. 


Both Torp and Kopecky arc listed In 


school records as being Wheeling High 
School students. Assistant Principal Ste- 
ven Berry Monday said no school dis- 
ciplinary action has been taken against 
cither youth.

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Storm-warning sirens cause 
confusion in many towns

the municipalities must work out the 
problems locally," he said. 


OTHER COMMUNITIES such as Elk 


Grove Village and Rolling Meadows is- 
sue warnings when officials receive a 
tornado warning from a weather bureau 
teletype. In Rolling Meadows, an alarm 
is sounded if a police officer or other offi- 
cials sight a tornado approaching. 


In Wheeling, a siren also is activated 


when officials receive reports that a tor- 
nado is sighted in the Northwest subur- 
ban area. If a tornado is seen, the police 
go through the streets with loudspeakers 
warning the people. 


Palatine sounds the sirens when offi- 


cials are notified by the U.S. Weather 
Bureau of a tornado watch in the general 
vicinity. One of the Palatine tornado 
sirens went off Saturday night because 
of a mechanical malfunction, causing 
some confusion. Village firemen had to 
shut off the system manually. 


GENERALLY, POLICE and fire de- 


partments in many communities during 
the weekend were deluged with phone 
calls from confused and frightened resi- 
dents. 


In Rolling Meadows, Police Chief 


Lewis Case said phone lines were jam- 
med and emergency lines tied up. 


"They defeat our whole emergency 


system," he said. People tied up the 
lines by calling to find out about the 
warning and weather conditions. Case 
said they were getting calls from people 


attempting to reach the Arlington 
Heights Police Department. 


There's no state law that requires a 


municipality to provide an emergency 
warning system, Goebel said, but state 
officials do encourage that some emer- 
gency procedures be adopted. 


Buffalo Grove is an example of a mu- 


nicipality with no emergency warning 
system. Although officials made alloca- 
tion for one in their budget, the emergen- 
cy siren system will be put off until the 
village's financial picture improves. 


THE STATE, with federal funds, does 


provide subsidies for installing Civil De- 
fense warning systems. Goebel said the 
government usually provides one half of 
the costs. 


Goebel added that the number of sirens 


depends on the number of square miles 
and land use of each community. For ex- 
ample, Chicago has approximately 104 si- 
rens located within its metropolitan 
boundaries. 


By state law, the testing of sirens must 


be made on the first Tuesday of each 
month at exactly 10:30 a.m. Each siren 
is activated for one minute with a steady 
sound, which is the alert for adverse 
weather conditions. There's a minute of 
silence, followed by a minute-long warn- 
ing signal of a warbling sound, the alert 
for nuclear attack, according to Goebel. 


Except for this testing period, any oth- 


er siren alert is for persons to take pre- 
cautions, Goebel said.

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Wailing sirens 
cause confusion 


by BETTY LEE 


Local officials use different guidelines 


for sounding emergency warning sirens, 
causing confusion for many suburban 
residents. 


Last weekend, for example, the sirens 


sounded In Hoffman Estates-when offi- 
cials received word of a funnel cloud 
moving towards the community. But in 
neighboring Schaumburg, no alert was 
sounded. 


The reason is that in Hoffman Estates, 


a siren is sounded when a possible tor- 
nado is within a 40-mile radius and in 
Schaumburg, a 10-mile radius. 


A SIMILAR INCIDENT happened in 


Arlington Heights and Mount Prospect. 
On Sunday, the siren went off four times 
between 4 and B p.m. in Mount Prospect 
while sirens in nearby Arlington Heights 
remained silent. 


Mount Prospect uses its sirens when 


the National Weather Service issues an 
actual tornado warning for north and 
northwest Cook County. 


A much different system is used in 


neighboring Arlington Heights where the 
sirens are blasted only when a tornado is 
actually sighted in the immediate area. 
Many Arlington Heights residents heard 
sirens Sunday, but the wailing sound 
apparently was carried by high winds 
from sirens in Palatine, Mount Prospect 
or Rolling Meadows. 


It's up to the community when to 


sound a warning, although the state docs 
provide recommendations, according to 
Eugene S. Goebel, communications offi- 
cer for the Illinois Department of Civil 
Defense. 


"When there's some sort of conflict,

Teachers ask 
mediator 
in pay fight

A mediator will be called In to help end 


the dispute over salary contracts be- 
tween teachers and the board of educa- 
tion in High School Dist. 211. 


Dist. 211 teachers made the formal 


request for a mediator at the conclusion 
of a three-hour bargaining session Satur- 
day. The board and the teachers have 
been negotiating since February for 
teacher contracts for the 1974-75 school 
year. 


Teachers have asked for a 10 per cent 


pay increase which would raise the base 
salary to $9,850. Teachers say an in- 
crease is necessary to keep up with the 
rise in the cost of living. The board has 
offered a 6 2 per cent raise, saying the 
district is limited in its income. 


CARL FLAKS, president of the Dist. 


211 Education Assn., said the associ- 
ation's negotiating committee declared 
an impasse because there has been no 
significant change in contract proposals 
from the board. 


According to impasse procedure, one 


side can ask for a mediator and negotia- 
tions arc halted until the mediator makes 
a decision. His decision is not binding on 
the board or the teachers. 


More than 250 teachers rallied in sup- 


port of their negotiating committee last 
Monday and some 30 teachers stood out- 
side the district's administration center 
last Tuesday night as the board and 
teachers met for a bargaining session. 
T e a c h e r negotiators became angry 
Tuesday when the board could not an- 
swer their request for figures showing 
how much money the district has to 
spend on salary contracts next year. 


FLAKS SAID wnen the board still did 


not come up with an accurate figure Sat- 
urday, the teacher negotiators decided to 
declare an impasse. 


"Considering the present situation the 


committee feels that impasse is the most 
responsible way to continue to conduct 
meaningful contract negotiations toward 
a contract for the 1974-75 school year," 
said Flaks Monday. "We view impasse 
as a needed aid in the present negotia- 
tions." 


Board member Glenn Hargravc, a 


member of the board's committee, said 
Monday negotiations have "come to a 
screeching halt" now that impasse has 
been declared. "We did not want to sec 
this happen," he said. "We felt we were 
making significant progess." 


HARGRAVE SAID he had no further 


comment on negotiations. The committee 
has agreed to "withhold any definitive 
statements until we've had an opportuni- 
ty to sit down as a board," he said. Tho 
Dist. 211 board meets Thursday. 


Leaders of the education association 


met Monday to discuss the process for 
bringing in a mediator. Both teachers 
and board members must agree to a 
mediator appointed by the Federal Me- 
diation and Conciliation Service.

Firebombing, graduation don't mix

Reaction to Sunday night's firebomblng 


of the school library dampened spirits 
Monday as the Class of 1974 rehearsed 
for tonight's graduation ceremonies at 
Wheeling High School. 


"The kids have been just great today," 


Assistant Principal Steven Berry said. 
"Sometimes seniors can be a real pain 
during graduation rehearsals — but 
these kids were perfectly behaved." 


Classes went on as usual at the school 


Monday, except for the presence of fire- 
men and school officials who were in- 
vestigating and checking the library 


area. The library and nearby classrooms 
were sealed off. 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS said it appears 


most of the 22,097 books in the school 
library were destroyed, either directly 
by the fire or by smoke and water dam- 
age. The count on books, Principal 
Thomas Shirley said, was exact because 
"the librarians just finished the in- 
ventory Friday." 


Thomas Crosgrove, director of physical 


plant for High School Dist. 214, said in- 
surance adjusters were on the scene 
Monday and added, "The insurance com-

the municipalities must work out the 
problems locally," he said. 


OTHER COMMUNITIES such as Elk 


Grove Village and Rolling Meadows is- 
sue warnings when officials receive a 
tornado warning from a weather bureau 
teletype. In Rolling Meadows, an alarm 
Is sounded if a police officer or other offi- 
cials sight a tornado approaching. 


In Wheeling, a siren also is-activated 


when officials receive reports that a tor- 
nado is sighted in the Northwest subur- 
ban area. If a tornado is seen, the police 
go through the streets with loudspeakers 
warning, the people. 


Palatine sounds the sirens when offi- 


cials arc notified by the U.S. Weather 
Bureau of a tornado watch in the general 
vicinity. One of the Palatine tornado 
sirens went off Saturday night because 
of a mechanical malfunction, causing 
some confusion. Village firemen had to 
shut off the system manually. 


GENERALLY. POLICE and fire de- 


partments in many communities during 
the weekend were deluged with phone 
calls from confused and frightened resi- 
dents. 


In Rolling Meadows, Police Chief 


Lewis Case said phone lines were jam- 
med and emergency lines tied up. 


"They defeat our wholo emergency 


system," he said. People tied up the 
lines by calling to find out about the

warning and weather conditions. Case 
said they were getting calls from people 
attempting to reach 
the Arlington 


Heights Police Department. 


There's no state law that requires a 


municipality to provide an emergency 
warning system, Goebel said, but state 
officials do encourage that some emer- 
gency procedures be adopted. 


Buffalo Grove is an example of a mu- 


nicipality with no emergency warning 
system. Although officials made alloca- 
tion for one in their budget, the emergen- 
cy siren system will be put off until the 
village's financial picture improves. 


THE STATE, with federal funds, does 


provide subsidies for Installing Civil De- 
fense warning systems. Goebel said the 
government usually provides one half of 
the costs. 


Goebel added that the number of sirens 


depends on the number of square miles 
and land use of each community. For ex- 
ample, Chicago has approximately 104 si- 
rens' located within its metropolitan 
boundaries. 


By state law, the testing of sirens must 


be made on the first Tuesday of each 
month at exactly 10:30 a m. Each siren 
is activated for one minute with a steady 
sound, which is the alert for adverse 
weather conditions. There's a minute of 
silence, followed by a minute-long warn- 
ing signal of a warbling sound, the alert 
for nuclear attack, according to Goebel. 


Except for this testing period, any oth- 


er siren alert is for persons to take pre- 
cautions, Goebel said.

Among things not destroyed in the fire 


were the school's collection of back is- 
sues of magazines and an extensive 
Braille library used in the program for 
blind students. The magazines and 
braille books were stored in rooms adja- 
cent to the library, and were protected 
by fire-resistant doors. 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS said the first 


alarm was sounded by Ralph Johnson, 
the second shift custodian at the school, 
who spotted the fire as he was leaving 
the building to go off duty. 


According to William Haddock, head of 


the custodial and maintenance crews at 
the school, Johnson's quick action prob- 
ably prevented more serious damage. 
"By the time our custodian could have 
gotten to that area in his regular rounds, 
we could have lost more of the build- 
ing, "Haddock said. 


In a statement to the Wheeling stu- 


dents Monday morning, Shu-ley said the 
fire "is probably one of the worst set- 
backs in our 10-year history." However, 
he told the students, "Our task is to re- 
group, stand taller and proceed as a 
prond school," and added that Wheeling 
can "rise from the ashes like the Phoe- 
nix."

Wailing sirens 
cause confusion 


by BETTY LEE 


Local officials use different guidelines 


for sounding emergency warning sirens, 
causing confusion for many suburban 
residents. 


Last weekend, for example, the sirens 


sounded in Hoffman Estates when offi- 
cials received word of a funnel cloud 
moving towards the community. But in 
neighboring Schaumburg, no alert was 
sounded. 


The reason is that in Hoffman Estates, 


a siren Is sounded when a possible tor- 
nado is within a 40-mile radius and in 
Schaumburg, a 10-mile radius. 


A SIMILAR INCIDENT happen^ in 


Arlington Heights and Mount Prospect. 
On Sunday, the siren went off four times 
between 4 and 8 p.m. in Mount Prospect 
while sirens in nearby Arlington Heights 
remained silent. 


Mount Prospect uses its sirens when 


the National Weather Service issues an 
actual tornado warning for north and 
northwest Cook County. 


A much different system is used in 


neighboring Arlington Heights where the 
sirens are blasted only when a tornado is 
actually sighted in the immediate area. 
Many Arlington Heights residents heard 
sirens Sunday, but the walling sound 
apparently was carried by high winds 
from sirens in Palatine, Mount Prospect 
or Rolling Meadows. 


It's up to the community when to 


sound a warning, although the state docs 
provide 'recommendations, according to 
Eugene S. Goebel, communications offi- 
cer for the Illinois Department of Civil 
Defense. 


"When there's some sort of conflict,

Seven companies submitted bids on the 


project, which was broken down building 
by building. School officials have the op- 
tion of accepting the low bid for the en- 
tire project or low bidders at each Indi- 
vidual school. 


Only four bidders submitted proposals 


for the entire job. Of the four, Bolce 
Roofing had the apparent low with a bid 
slightly over $318,000. If th« district de- 
cides to award contracts Individually, the 
bill would be a minimum of about 
(460,000. 


Bldi for the total project ranged as 


high as $037,000. 


A SURVEY taken last summer turned 


up a need for more than $350,000 in work 
on district roofs. The school board 
recently decided to use unanticipated 
stale aid funds to fix tho roofs. 


Adulph Danta, director of buildings 


and grounds for Dlst. 59, blamed a tre- 
mendous Increase in material costs as 
the prime reason for the discrepancy 
from last summer's estimate. Danta 
cited the cost of asphalt, which has rock- 
eted from $40 per ton to between $120 
and $160 per ton.

Discharges 
traced to 
Oakton firms 


by FRAN SLIMMER 


Elk Grove Township engineers have 


traced illegal discharges into township 
sanitary sewers to several businesses on 
the north side of Oakton Street in an 
unincorporated area of the township. 


Most of the suspected violators arc lo- 


cated in the DeBruyne office complex, a 
consulting engineer's report to the town- 
ship board of auditors stated. 


The discharges include industrial 


wastes, oil,' gasoline and some acids. 
Larry Johannesen, a field engineer with 
Pearson, Brown & Associates, consulting 
engineers, said there are several sus- 
pected polluters but he hasn't been able 
to pinpoint them. 


He said he can't notify any business 


that it is polluting until he has "uncon- 
ditional proof." Part of this proof would 
be taking chemical samplings from the 
suspected area. 


THE TOWNSHIP is working with the 


Metropolitan Sanitary District to clean 
industrial pollutants from the sanitary 
sewers. The township has until Dec. 31, 
1974, to stop the polluters or will be 
charged with violations by the MSD. 


Sanitary sewers flow into the Elk 


Grove Township lift station and the wa- 
ter then goes to an MSD treatment plant. 


A company charged with polluting is 


given a deadline by which it must stop. 
This would probably be the same dead- 
line the township has, Johannesen said. 


One alternative to dumping industrial 


wastes into the sanitary sewers would be 
for the company to install its own hold- 
ing tank for the wastes, he said. These 
wastes could then be collected by a dis- 
posal corporation and deposited in an 
Environmental Protection Agency-ap- 
proved dumping site or landfill, he con- 
tinued. 


The MSD originally gave the township 


a Dec. 31,1973, deadline, but extended it 
one year. The new deadline might have 
to be extended again, Johannesen said. 
The township is "trying to remedy the 
situation, but it's not as easy as it could 
be" because the township lacks the man- 
power and funds, he said. 


THE TOWNSHIP has been discussing 


possible ways to control polluters. One 
method would be to require all builders 
of new multi-business buildings to install 
an inspection manhole for each business 
in the building. That way, sewer in- 
spectors could check each manhole to 
see whether a particular business is pol- 
luting, Johannesen said. 


Another suggestion would be to make 


building owners responsible for pollution 
created by businesses in the building. If, 
for example, one business in the building 
was caught polluting, the buildng owner 
would have to try to prevent it. If the 
pollution continued, the sewer for the 
whole building could be blocked off, even 
if there were a number of businesses in 
the building. 


These methods are only suggestions as 


yet, Johannesen said.

There's a minute of 
silence, followed by a minute-long warn- 
ing signal of a warbling sound, the alert 
for nuclear attack, according to Goebel.

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Wailing sirens 
cause confusion

Local officiate use different guidelines 


for sounding emergency warning sirens, 
causing confusion for many suburban 
residents. 


Last weekend, for example, the sirens 


sounded in Hoffman Estates when offi- 
cials received word of a funnel cloud 
moving towards the community. But in 
neighboring Schaumburg, no alert was 
sounded. 


The reason is that in Hoffman Estates, 


a siren is sounded when a possible tor- 
nado is within a 40-mile radius and in 
Schaumburg, a 10-mile radius. 


A SIMILAR INCIDENT happened in 


Arlington Heights and Mount Prospect. 
On Sunday, the siren went off four times 
between 4 and 8 p.m. in Mount Prospect 
while sirens in nearby Arlington Heights 
remained silent. 


Mount Prospect uses its sirens when 


the National Weather Service issues an 
actual tornado warning for north and 
northwest Cook County. 


A much different system is used in 


neighboring Arlington Heights where the 
sirens are blasted only when a tornado is 
actually sighted in the immediate area. 
Many Arlington Heights residents Jieard 
sirens Sunday, but the wailing sound 
apparently was carried by high winds 
from sirens in Palatine, Mount Prospect 
or Rolling Meadows. 


It's up to the community when to 


sound a warning, although the state docs 
provide recommendations, according to 
Eugene S Goebel, communications offi- 
cer for the Illinois Department of Civil 
Defense. 


"When there's some sort of conflict,

Family gets help with sewer 
No more upturned noses at sewer woes 


by JOE SWICKARD 


"It makes me feel that somebody 


cares. They aren't turning up their noses 
at us. You know, sometimes it seems like 
a miracle," said Louis Fredericks. 


The Fredericks', of 722 N. Pine, Arling- 


ton Heights, were just about overdue for 
some help. Their plight was not the nor- 
mal stuff of Which miracles arc made: a 
sewer that led nowhere other than back 
into their basement. 


Soon after Fredericks, his wife, Louise, 


and their two children brought their first 
house 13 months ago, they discovered 
that their sewer was not connected to the 
village line. The sewer actually was an 
old field drain tile, dating back to he 
1920s, that had broken down through age. 


THE YOUNG COUPLE found no relief 


t h r o u g h normal channels. All the 
agencies they asked, including the vil- 
lage and the Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict, told them they had a problem; but 
it was theirs to solve. 


T h e i r household budget, already 


s t r a i n e d from replacing appliances 
ruined by the flooding basement and 
Fredericks' 
temporary 
layoffs from 


work, could not handle the $2,700 neces- 
sary to pay for a connection with the vil- 
lage sewer. 


They were faced with having their first 


home condemned by the village as being 
unfit for habitation. 


They had no money for the sewer nor 


for legal fees to fight to correct what 
they feel should have been done years 
ago. 


NOW. FREDERICKS reports, a plumb- 


ing contractor has volunteered to do the 
work, and a lawyer, William Moore, has 
agreed to take their case before the vil- 
lage board without fee. 


"I was talking to a plumbing con- 


tractor and he volunteered to do it for 


me He said to me he couldn't see people 
getting rooked. I said I might not be able 
to pay him, and he said that was okay, 
he'd take the gamble," Fredericks said 


"I told Mr. Fredericks I wouldn't 


charge him a fee to take it to the village

Village continuing segregation: MHDC 


A U. S. District Court decision reject- 


ing plans for low-and moderate-Income 
housing near St. Viator High School per- 
petuated residential segregation In Ar- 
lington Heights, lawyers for the Metro- 
politan Housing Development Corp have 
charged. 


In a brief filed Monday with the U. S. 


Court of Appeals, the lawyers argue that 
U. S. District Court Judge Thomas R. 
McMillen erred in his February decision 
that said there was no evidence of racial 
discrimination in the village board's re- 
fusal to rezone the Viatorian property for 
tiie housing project. 


"The result of this denial is effectively 


to exclude minorities from Arlington 


Heights," the brief states. "When con- 
fronted with a situation in which the vil- 
lage must act, it must act so as not to 
interfere with independent efforts to ac- 
complish desegregation." 


THE BRIEF ARGUES that Arlington 


Heights is* a residentially segregated 
community, and reprints statistics to 
support the charge. Black and other mi- 
nority workers employed in Arlington 
Heights arc forced to commute long dis- 
tances because they cannot find afford- 
able housing in the village, the brief 
states. 


MHDC's lawyers agree in the brief 


with McMillen's finding that there is 
neither written law nor legal precedent 


that guarantees a person the right to live 
where they work. But they argue that 
Arlington Heights cannot take steps to 
prevent housing that would accomplish 
that objective. 


A total of 190 units of low-and moder- 


ate-income housing arc proposed for 15 
acres of Viatorian-owned land near the 
intersection of Euclid Avenue and Dniry 
Lane. 


In its decision not to rezone the proper- 


ty, the village board perpetuated segrega- 
tion, violated the equal protection clause 
of the 14th Amendment, was racially 
motivated, impaired the right of low-and 
moderate-income persons to travel and

Firebombing, graduation don't mix

Reaction to Sunday night's firebombing' 


of the school library dampened spirits 
Monday as the Class of 1074 rehearsed 
for tonight's graduation ceremonies at 
Wheeling High School. 


"The kids have been-Ju'st great today," 


Assistant Principal Steven Berry said. 
"Sometimes seniors can be a real pain 
during graduation rehearsals — but 
these kids were perfectly behaved." 


Classes went on as usual at the school 


Monday, except for the presence of fire- 
men and school officials who were in- 
vestigating and checking the library 
area. The library and nearby classrooms 
were sealed off. 
t 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS said It appears 


most of the 22,097 books in the school 
library were destroyed, either directly 
by the fire or Ify smoke and water dam- 
age. The count' on books, Principal 
Thomas Shirley sold, was exact because 
"tho librarians just finished the in- 
ventory Friday." 


Thomas Crosgrovc, director of physical 


plant for High School Dlst. 214, said in- 
surance adjusters were on tho scene 
Monday and added, "The insurance com- 
pany Is being most helpful and respon- 
sive." He said the loss is fully covered 
by insurance. 
r ' 


Among things not destroyed in the fire 


were the school's collection of back Is- 
sues of magazines and an extensive 
Braille library used In the program for 


blind students. The magazines and 
braille books were stored in rooms adja- 
cent to the library, and were protected 
by fire-resistant doors. 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS said the first 


alarm was sounded by Ralph Johnson, 
the second shift custodian at the school,

According to-William Haddock, head of

"By the time our custodian could have 
gotten to that area in his regular rounds, 
we could have lost more of the build- 
ing," Haddock said. 


In a statement to the Wheeling stu-

"And I don't want this 
class to take the rap. They don't deserve 
it." 


Students, gathered in the school cafe- 


teria for lunch, expressed shock at the 
destruction. "That was a really good li- 
brary. I lilted to be in there," Sandy 
Hogreve, a sophomore, said. "I hope the 
books can be saved." 


Other students said there were rumors 


circulating in the school about the fire, 
but that "nobody knows anything for 
sure."

OTIIKIl COMMUNITIES such as Elk 


Grove Village and Rolling Meadows Is- 
sue warnings when officials receive a 
tornado warning from a weather bureau 
lclct>pe. In Rolling Meadows, an alarm 
Is sounded If a police officer or other offi- 
cials slulil ii tornado approaching. 


In Wheeling, a siren aim Is activated 


when officials receive reports that a tor- 
nado Is sighted In the Northwest subur- 
ban area. If a tornado Is seen, the police 
go through the streets with loudspeakers 
warning the people. 


Palatine sounds the sirens when offi- 


cials arc notified by tho U.S. Weather 
Bureau of n tornado watch In the general 
vicinity. One of the Palatine tornado 
sirens went off Saturday night because 
of n mechanical malfunction, causing 
some confusion. Village firemen had to 
shut off the system manually. 


GENERALLY. POLICE and fire de- 


partments In many communities during 
the weekend were deluged with phone 
calls from confused and frightened resi- 
dents. 


In Rolling Meadows, Police Chief 


Lewis Case said phono lines were jam- 
med and emergency lines tied up. 


"They defeat our whole emergency 


system," ho said. Pcoplo tied up the 
lines by calling to find wit about the 
warning and weather conditions. Case 
said they were getting calls from people 
attempting 
to reach 
the 
Arlington 


Heights Police Department. 


There's no stale law that requires a 


municipality to provide an emergency 
warning system, Cocbcl sold, but state 
officials do encourage that some emer- 
gency procedures be adopted. 


Buffalo Grove Is an example of a mu- 


nicipality with no emergency warning 
system. Although officials made alloca- 
tion for one In Ihulr budget, the cmdrgcn- 
cy siren system will bo put off until the 
village's financial picture Improves. 


TlfE STATE, with federal funds, docs 


provide subsidies for Installing Civil De- 
fense warning systems. Goebcl said the 
government usually provides one half of 
the costs. 


Goebcl added that the number of sirens 


depends on the number of square miles 
and land use of each community. For ex- 
ample, Chicago has approximately 104 si- 
rens located- within its metropolitan 
boundaries. 


By state law, the testing of sirens must 


be made on the first Tuesday of each 
month at exactly 10:,'10 a.m. Each siren 
Is activated for one minute with a steady 
sound, which is the alert for adverse 
weather conditions. There's a minute of 
silence, followed by n minute-long warn- 
ing signal of a warbling sound, the alert 
for nuclear attack, according to Gochcl. 


Except for this testing period, any oth- 


er siren alert is for persons to take pre- 
cautions, Gocbcl said. 


"If what we got this weekend had 
come down at one time, we'd have been 
inundated," Sander said. 


AS IT WAS, police and public works 


received only scattered reports of stvect 
flooding problems, and even fewer cases 
of basement flooding due to the storm. 


Intermittent rain, even when heavy, al- 


lows the storm sewer system time to 
empty into area creeks and streams. The 
existing sewer system can accommodate 
uninterrupted heavy rains of about an 
inch, before flooding dangers begin to 
arise, Sander said. 


The large Wilke-Klrchoff retention ba- 


sin held only about two feet of water 
over the weekend, and was dry by Mon- 
day afternoon, he said. 


The Salt Creek pumping station was 


operating with only one of its two large 
pumps because of electrical problems at 
the installation. But houses In the Surrey 
Ridge West subdivision still remained 
dry. 


IN ADDITION TO pumping storm wa- 


ter Into the creek, the station has a gate 
which prevents rising creek water from 
backing up into the sewers. 


"The flooding in Surrey Ridge always 


came after the rain, when the creek was 
rising," Sander said. 


Water levels in Salt Creek arc high and 


do pose a threat to downstream commu- 
nities like Addison, he sold. 


"We're fortunate, because we're at the 


top of the hill, We can get rid of our 
water."
